Graham Romeyn Taylor, editor of the Sur- 
vey, and som of Prof. Graham Taylor of 
Chicago Commons, was attacked last evening 
in the Northwestern University building, 
Lake and Dearborn streets. He wap struck 
a blow on the head with a blackjack. He 
fell to the floor unconscious. His assailant. 
looked at him for a mimute, then turned 
and hurried out of the building 

Mystery attaches to the assault. At firet 
the police were inclined to believe the man 
was bent on robbery, as the offices d been 
entered three weeks ago. Later duc, ieaned 
to the theory that Taylor had been de- 
liberately marked and siugged, perhaps far 
something he had printed in his magazine. 


Lies Unconscious an Hour. 

Tayler was struck down at about 5 o'clock 
in the evening, as nearly as the police as- 
certained. Almost an hour later he emerged, 
staggering to the elevator shaft, and told 
the conductor that he had been. assaulted. 
The conductor of the lift fixes the time of 
the attack by the fact that the only man 
to ride on the elevator in the interim ap- 
peared to emerge from the Survey micas at 
6 o'clock. 

Half conscious, the victim 3 to the 
street. A taxicab was ummoned and he was 
taken to the Chicago Commons, 955 Grand 
avenue, where he resides, The police called 
at the Commons. They were told Mr. Taylor 
was in no condition to grant an interview 
at the time, although his injuries were not 
considered serious.

BARTZENISM DEFINED. = 


The fight against Bartzenism in Obo 
county ‘is not merely a ssie against a 
man ignorant and unbal but it is a fight 
against corruption, against the willful and 
deliberate violation of law; a. violation which 
is not merely accidental or the outcome of 
mistaken seal, but is the result of a conapix- 
acy that extends to almost every department 
of the county government. 

The violations of law of which I shall speak 
here are confined to the ctvil service office, 
but the dictation of those violations has come 
from Peter Bartzen and been carried out by 
those advisers who ere in his closest personal 
confidence—men whose sole idea of public 
service is measured in the terms of gutter 
politics. 

Saw Violations at Outset. 

At the very outset this dictation ot actions 
and victations of law was begun by Bartzen. 
The places of employment which he sought 
to control through these methods were not 
confined to large and important places, Dut 
descended even to positions of domestics and 
laborers, violating every principle of civiL 
service. 

The employés of my own office were Bart- 
zen appointees, and could only be removed 
upon charges filed by Bartzen; any complaint 
which I might make to Bartzen would fall 
upon deaf ears. : 

In such a tuation, with his henchmen 
banded about him, any premature exposure 
would have been abortive. I realized that 
when I could speak finally and effectively, 
and when the popular conscience would have 
been roused to a point where T would be sup- | 
ported and my exposures would not come 4 
mere flash in the pan. 


Witter Persecution Brings Expose. 
That opportunity came with the filing and 


the hearing of charges against John H. Wit- 


ter, chief probation officer. Mr. Witter’s

In view of these things, the status of Cum-

4 THE “DICK” WALSH CASE. 


On April 26, 1911, there was held an exam- 
mation for chief buyer. The man in this po- 
sition is the purchaser of goods, commodi- 
ties, and stores for the use of Cook county 
institutions to the value of between $3,000,- 
@00 and $4,000,000 annually—an important 
Place, a place filled with much responsibility. 

At the time of the calling of this exam- 
fmation Richard R. Walsh was holding the 
position of chief buyer in. the office of the 
guperintendent of public service by virtue ot 
@ temporary appointment made by Peter 
Bartzen shortly after he took office on Dec. 
6 1910. Several days prior to April 21—prob- 
ably about one week prior thereto—Mr. 
James M. Slattery, superimendent of public 
gervice, came to my office and asked: 

“Have you picked out anybody yet to get 
up the examination for chief buyer? 

I replied, “No.” He answered, Well, I 
will get a committee for you and will send 
you the names this afternoon.’’ The next 
day I went to his office and he said, I have 
@ good committee here, and he handed me 
a slip of r containing the following 
names: L. Ri Fogle, W. H. Riddiford, John 
H. Maney, G. J. Ringley, and Robert M. 
Sweitzer. 


Good Committee Gets Big Contracts. 

A search of the files in the office of the 
county controller will reveal the fact that 
during the last year thousands of dollars 
in contracts were awarded to members of 
this committee. At the time that he handed 
me these names he said: 

We have got to get Dick through this 
examination; you know that is where we 
get our campaign funds.” 

1 protested: Don't you think that is 
rather a raw way of getting campaign 
funds? but my protestation was unheeded. 

Each man whose name was on the list was 
motified that he had been selected as one of 
the examiners, and each man, with the ex- 
geption of Robert M. Sweitzer, responded 
and took part in the preparation of the ex- 
amination. 

They met in my office on the morning of 
‘April 21, where, after some consultation, at 
which I was present, they agreed upon a set 
of written questions. At my direction they 

also brought samples representing the 
commodities in which each dealt and which 
Were to be used as the basis of an oral ex- 
amination. Three questions in arithmetic 
were drawn up by one of the employés in the 
civil service office, which questions were 
gubmitted to the applicants; these questions 
bad been prepared on April 20. 


Asked “to Fix It for Dick.” 

On that day Mr. Slattery came to my office 
and said: 

Dick is not very strong on arithmetic; 
pant we fix it so he can get a look at the 
arithmetic questions?“ 

I said, “How can we do that and give a 


‘square deal?” 


He insisted that it was necessary, again 
gnentioning campaign funds, from which I 
drew the conclusion that the funds were to 
come from the parties to whom the contracts 
Yor supplies were given. Later in the day 
Cummings evidently secured a copy of the 
arithmetic questions, because next morning, 
the day of the examination, Cummings came 
to me and said: 


Frank Chambers and I worked for more 


than an hour with Dick Walsh on that arith- 
gnetic last night, and we had a hell of a time 
getting it into his head.“ 

I told him that such conduct was wholly H- 
jegal and that he should not have permitted 


. Biilmseif to have been used to that extent. He 


replied, “ Jim Slattery insisted on it.“ 


Didn’t Know Wool from Cotton. 

During the time that the written ‘examina- 
tion was in progress the candidates were 

. called one by one before the examiners and 
put through the oral test; this oral test in- 
cluded the examination of cotton and woolen 
blanket samples, samples of shoes, samples 
of brushes, samples of different grades of 
paper, and samples of different styles of 
printing. 

The récord will show that Walsh was un- 
able to tell which of the blanket samples was 
wool, which was cotton, and which was mixed 
wool and cotton; when shown the sample of 
eotton blanket he declared it to be all wool. 
His crass ignorance and stupidity on these 
matters was later the source of considerable 
amusement for the members of the commit- 
tee, by whom it was joked about during the 
marking of the papers. 

When the answers to the written questions 
had been submitted Cummings called my at- 
tention to the fact that Walsh had not an- 
Bwered any of the arithmetic problems cor- 
rectly. He said to me: 

_ “I guess I had better go down and show 
mat fellow once more.“ The answers to the 
questions as submitted by Chambers were all 
@orrect. 

Substitute Paper on Arithmetic. 

Cummings took Walsh's incorrect answers 
and Chambers correct answers down to 
Blaitery's omce and there Walsh was given 


@ Second opportnity to answer the arithme. 


ew questions correctly. This substituted pa - 
was then brought to the civil service office 
by Cummings and filed as a Part of the pa- 
Pers in Walsh's examination. Several days 
ter, about April 25 or 26, the members of 
the examining board, with the exception of 
Robert M. Sweitzer, gathered in my office for 
the purpose cf marking the papers. 

When the rapers of candidate No. 18.878 
Were reached, Mr Maney, one of the exam- 
mers. turned to me and said: 

“This is Dick’s paper, isn’t it?” 

L answered: Tes, I believe it is.”

1 looked up Welbourn’s rating and foufid 
that he had failed to pass and called that 
fact to the attention of Slattery, telling 
him at the same time that I did not see what 
could be done for Welbourn. 

He said: “ Well, we have to fix him up 
if we can.“ 

I protested, and went to Bartzen’s office 
and said to him; 

“Slattery tells me you insist upon Wel-, 
bourn being given the position of truck gar- 
dener at Oak Forest.“ 

He replied: ‘‘ Yes, I want him to get that 
place; he has been a good friend of mine.” 


Welbourn’s Paper Changed to Pass. 

Within the next dak or two thereafter 
Slattery again came to my office and took 
the paper written by Welbourn and went to 
one of the committee rooms of the county 
board, where he went over the gradings of 
Welbourn’s paper. After making a mental 
computation he figured out the increase that 
would have to be given in order to enable 
him to pass second, because of the dis- 
qualification of Groth, would have given 
him the -certification, and the figures were 
changed. 

Slattery then took the papers to his of- 
fice, where either he or his clerk, Frank 
Chambers, finished the computation. Some 
one from Slattery's office later came to the 
office of the civil service commission and 
secured from one of the employés of the 
office the official return of the examiner; this 
was taken to Slattery's office. 

Some days later, during a time when I was 
in Slattery’s office, Chambers said: 

“I have fixed up that truck gardener’s 
examination and made out a new report 
but it is all in one handwriting, will that 
make any difference? 

I replied, ‘‘ No, I guess not, unless some 
one gets on to you.” 

On May 23 the list was posted and Groth 
was cértified. Supt. Stein refused to put 
him to work, however, and dismissed him 
for incompetence, being predicated upon his 
condition of lameness. As soon as this fact 
was communicated to the commission Wel- 
bourn was certified and held the position 
until he resigned, some months later. 


POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


About Nov. 1, 1911, E. G. Purkhiser, at- 
torney for the civil service commission, came 
into the office of the commission and said 


to me: 


“Slattery wants me to get some money 
from the boys for the judicial election.” 

Ianswered: “ Well, I guess it is up to you. 
I won't have anything to do with it.” 

Several days later E R. Mahoney, an em- 
ployé of the civil service commission, and 
Cummings told me they had given money to 
Purkhiser. Mr. Mahoney said: 

“TI gave Purkhiser $15. Cummings said: 

“I gave Purkhiser $10, and also collected 
dome from some of the other men.“ 

On Nov. 4 or 6 Purkhiser again came tothe 
office and said to me: Jim Slattery and I 
took over $125 to Democratic headquarters 
this morning, and I put in $25 for vou.“ 

Some days later I reimbursed Purkhiser 
by giving him a check fo $25. About that 
same time I received a letter from the treas- 
urer of the Democratic campaign committee, 
in which he,thanked me and Purkhiser for 
our contrition of $125. 


CASE OF E. M. CUMMINGS. | 


On March 6, 1911, Bartzen appointed as as- 
sistant secretary and chief examiner in the 
office of the civil service commission Ed- 
ward M. Cummings. Some time after he 
had been in the office he presented a bill for 
overtime work, saying that because of his 
newnegs in the office he had been compelled 
to do a great deal of work at night. He 
asked that 1 O. K.“ the bill, saying, Slat- 
tery has told me he will see that it gets 
through.” 

The bill remained onymy desk ton a week or 
more and Cummings again called my at- 
tention to it. I said to him, I am du- 
bious about this bill, but if you are willing 
to swear to it I will O. K.“ it.” 

He said, “I om." and I O. R. d it for 
him. 

A month or two later he submitted a bill 
for more overtime. Again I demurred to 
signing it, but he. protested that he had 
earned the money, and finally I O. K. c 
the bill for him, after I had allowed {t to lle 
on my desk for some time. 

In the latter part of June, when the ques- 


civil ‘service commission, made necessary 
by the new civil service law, came up for 
consideration, I urged upon Slattery and 
upon Bartzen that Cummings salary should 
be increased if it was necessary that he 
should work overtime. 

I said: “I won't O. K. any more overti 
bills for Cummings.” 2 

Slattery sad: We can’t increase the sal- 
ary in the middle of the year.” 


Siattery Promised Cummings 
Some time in July Cummings asked me: 
What about my overtime?’ 

I answered: It you get overtime you will 
have to earn it and be entitled to it.” 

Te said: Well I have arranged to gets 
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private room upstairs and a desk where I can 
be by myself, because there are so many in- 
terruptions here I cannot attend to the work 
properly.“ 

After that I saw him about the bullding a 
great many times at night, for it was neces- 
sary for me to do considerable night work 
in connection with the classification of the 
system. He was ‘assisted in his work by 
Harry McAnsh, one of the clerks in the of- 
fice. Cummings spoke to me several times 
about his overtime bill, and I answered: 
“If you have done overtime anw@ are legiti- 
mately entitled to it, I have no objection to 
O. K. ing your bill.“ 

Finally, in October, after he had again 
insisted: and after I had tmiked with Me- 
Ansh, we verified Cummings’ statement 
that he had. worked overtime, Cummings 
submitted a bill running from June to Octo- 
ber, saying: 
can't say that I have worked the exact 
number of hours I have set down here for 
each night, but I have worked that many 
hours all told and have averaged the time. 

He said further: “ Slattery has agreed to 
get this bill through for me.“ 

According to my recollection at that time. 
I insisted upon his making affidavit to it bo- 
fore I signed my name to it. 


Bartzen and Cummings Agree. 

About Jan. 2 or 8 of this year, or there- 
abouts, after Cummings had been arrested on 
a charge of defrauding Cook county in the 
matter of his overtime bills, I approached 
Cummings, saying: 

What is the status of that case on the 
north side?’ 

He replled: O, what they are after is to 
get me to talk about the people in the front 


office.”’ 


I said: “ What do you nean?“ 

He answered: Well, you know Jim Slat- 
tery and Bartzen and I had an understanding 
when I came over here that I was to put in 
overtime bills for about $50 a month; I told 
them when I came that I could not work for 
$1,800 a year.“ 


PROBATION OFFICERS. 


The insidious character of Bartzen's dicta- 
tion regarding the examinations was shown 
in the examination for probation officers of 
the Juvenile court. Several times within 
the two weeks prior to Sept. 30, the date 
upon which this examination was held, and 
several times subsequent thereto, Bartzen 
called me into his office, where he introduced 
me to certain persons who had planned to 
take or who had taken the éxamination, 
saying at the time of the introduction: 

We want to be sure that our friends get 
a square deal.“ 

Among those to whom he introduced me 
under these circumstances was Mrs. John 
V. Kopf, a Miss Bailey, sister of Harry 
Bailey, warden of the county hospital, and 
& police probation officer named Thorek, who 
came into Bartzen’s office in company: with 
Dr. George Sultan, one of the county com- 
missioners. 

At another time he introduced me to Coun- 
ty Commissioner Hartray, who said: 1 
have a sister-in-law, a widow, who is going 
to take this examination and I would like to 
do something for her if I can.“ 

To'd to Give Pointers on Tests. 

At each of these instances Bartzen said, 
“I would like to have you give them some 
pointers concerning the nature of the exam- 
mation.“ 

I replied to each, The basis of the ex- 
amination will be the Juvenile court law and 
general problems of sociological work; 1 
would advise reading the law carefully and 
looking up some works of a sociological 
character which bear upon juvenile delin- 
quents and dependents.” 

Upon another occasion friends of a Mrs. 
O'Neill, a widow living in the Twenty-ninth 
ward, came to me and asked what could 
be done to enable her to pass; they made 
several visits to me; upon each occasion 
I told them they would have to see Bartzen 
about it. 

Finally I said to County Commissioner 
Joseph Fitzgerald, who was one of Mrs. 
O'Neill's friends: Tou had better see Mr. 
Bartzen and have him call me into his 
office.”’ 

“Give Mrs. O’Neil a Square Deal.” 

Commissioner Fitzgerald said he would ar- 
range this, and later I was called to Bartzen's 
office, where Commissioner Fitzgerald and 
Commissioner Frank Ragen were seated. 
Commissfoner Fitzgerald said: 

“Mr. Bartzen, we would like to have you 
tell Mr. Dunn what you were just saying 20 
us about Mrs. Oo’ Neil.“ Bartzen turned to me 
and said: 

“ She is a friend of ours and we want to be 
sure she gets a square deal.“ 

I replied: “ The only advice I can give is 
that she study up the law and be prepared, 
amd if her examination papers show her to 
be entitled to pass she will undoubtedly 


Some time during the lattgr part of Decem- 
ber Cummings made a report on the examina- 
tion for probation officers; at the head of the 
list appeared the name of Mrs. O'Neil. Among 
the others who passed were Mrs. John V. 
Kopf and Miss Bailey. This report has not 


yet been acted upon. by the eommission, nor 
will it be, except over my protest.

these places, and nearly every man who took 
the examination had a political friend who 
endeavored to get him through. I replied to 
each: 

Ed Cummings is marking the papers, and

One of the contestants, a man named Fred 
Hanses, was a friend of mine, and I said to 
Ed Cummings concerning him: I hope his 
papers entitle him to pass 

When the return on the examination was 
made by Cummings, to my surprise I found 
Hanses at the head of the list. In order to 
satisfy myself that there would be nothing 
irregular in this matter, I secured a copy of 
Hanses papers and looked them over, and 
was satisfied that he had not been given any 
greater credits than his papers entitled him 
to receive. John J. Russell was second on 
this list, Richard C. Levy third, W. J. Ken- 
nedy fourth. 

Russell is a long time friend of Cummings 
and a brother of William Russell, a political 
leader in the Thirtieth ward and one of Cum- 
mings’ bondsmen; Levy is a friend of Isaac 
Doff, bailiff in the County court; Kennedy 
is Cummings son-in-law. 


Bartzen Dissatisfied with Bailiffs. 


Prior to the final marking of the paper 
Cummings told me that nearly every county 
commissioner, and Bartzen, and Slattery, and 
County Commissioner Laurence J. Coffey, 
and Bartzen’s private secretary, B. J. Lar- 
kin, had handed him names of persons 
whom they desired to have pass. He made up 
a list showing the names of persons taking 
the examination and of the politicians who 
were standing sponsor for them. 

After the examination was over Cummings 
told me: 

‘* Slattery sent for me this morning and 
said that he and Bartzen were not satisfied 
with the bailiffs’ examination, that their 
friends had not been properly taken 
care of.. 

I said: Tou are the man who knows 
whether the examination was right or not; if 
it is right, let it stand; if it is not, you will 
have to answer for it.“ 

He replied: I have been trying to do 
my best and I feel like resigning; I don't want 
to stay here, where what I do is not ap- 


preciated.’’ 


OILERS’ EXAMINATION. 


On May 16 an examination was held for 
oilers. These papers were marked and the 
list posted on Sept. 21. The man atthe head 
of the list was named Kennedy, a friend of 
years’ standing of Cummings. Shortly after 
the list was posted Cummings came to me 
and said: 

„County Commissioner Glennon and Ald. 
Carr of the Fifth ward have two men, both 
of whom were appointed by Bartzen, and 
who have been working as temporary ap- 
pointees as oilers; one of them passed away 
down on the list and the other didn’t pass 
at all; they want to know whether their 
papers can be looked over and whether, if 
they were not marked right, they can be 
given a higher mark. 

I sald, Tou look over the papers and 
see if there was any mistake made and I 
will take up with the attorney the question 
of whether or not we have any right to alter 
the eligible list.”’ 

Some time later Cummings reported: “I 
find we did not give those two temporary 
appointees any grade for experience, and a 
re-marking would put them at the head of the 
Ust.“ 

1 replied: Make an official report to the 
commission to that effect and we will see 
whether we can do anything with it.“ 


— Alterations in Red Ink. 


Some time after that E. R. Mahoney called 
my attention to the fact that this eligible 
list of ollers had been crossed out with red 
ink and the word Void marked after it. 
He also called my attention to the fact that 
in the list of waitresses, coal passers, do- 
mestics, etc., there had been a number of 
alterations made in red ink, the result of 
which was to place higher up in the list per- 
sons who, in the original entry, had been 
much lower down. In several instances 
these persons thus elevated on the list had 
been certified to employment. I said to 
Mr. Mahoney: 

“This is absolutely wrong and cannot be 
permitted for one minute. It might bé a 
good idea to get some new eligible registers 
and tranater these Hsts as they. were 8 8

I told him further to see that the persons 
on the coal passera’, waitresses’, and do- 
mestics’ lists, who were legitimately en- 
titled to have been certified, were certified, 
and that those who had been sent to work 
as a result of the red ink- “changes should 
be recalled.

page as being the condition in which you 
found the list originally.“ 


Lists Are Transferred. 


all these lists were transferred to the new 
books. 

Some time after this Cummings called my 
attention to the fact that the list of oilers 
had been entered in the new book as it ap- 
peared before it had been scratched out at 
his arders. He said to me: How does this 
come? 

I replied: That is correct; that is the 
list until some official action is taken on it, 
and I will take no official action until you 


make a report.“ 


Shortly prior to this time I consulted with 
BE. G. Purkhiser, attorney for the commis- 
sion, and asked his opinion concerning the 
alteration of an eligible list under such cir- 
cumstances. He replied: 

I there has been a mistake made, if the 
applicant has not been given all to which 
he is entitled, I do not see any reason why 
the eligible list cannot be altered in accord- 
ance with the facts, provided it is done off. 
cially.” 7 


MESSENGERS’ EXAMINATION. 


On Sept. 27 an examination was held for 
messengers. During the progress of this 
Civil Service Commissioner 
Greer entered the room and was evidently 
interested in the welfare of one of the con- 
testants, a Miss Alice Reidy. The examina- 
tion was in charge of Mahoney. 

Commissioner Greer noticed that Miss 
Reidy had made an error in answering one 
of the problems in arithmetic, he called her 
attention to the fact and told her how to 
work the problem. Later he showed the 
paper to Mahoney and said: 

“That examination is worked right, isn’ t 
eT * 

The answer is right, but it does not show 
how it is worked; but if I were you I would 
not show any one how they should work 
their arithmetic.“ 

Greer replied, “Well, I guess it is al) 
right; I told her the wrong way and I guess 
I had better show her the right way.“ 

Commissioner Greer then sat down with 
Miss Reidy and worked out the problem as 
it should be worked out.

Hurley Brings the Charges. 

Several days later Hurley came to my office 

and presented me with three typewritten 
pages containing the draft of the charges 
against Mr. Witter. I looked them over 
and then said: : 
Mr. Hurley, I do not propose to have 
anything to do with these charges. I am 
going to turn the matter over to the county 
attorney; the county attorney’s office must 
prepare the charges and must produce the 
evidence. I 2 want to know anything of 
the evidence until it is brought out before the 
commission. You had better take these 
charges to the county attorney's office.” 

Hurley replied that he would, and, in leav- 
ing the room, said: 

Remember, my name is not to be brought 
into this matter.“ 

Two or three days later I saw Mr. Charles 
Daly of the county attorney’s office in the 
corridor of the building and asked him what 
he had done with Hurley’s charges. He 
replied: “They ere fine. I don't think they 
can de improved upon.“ 

A day or two subsequent thereto tha 
charges, formally signed by Bartzen, were 
brought to my office, and in looking them 
over I discovered they were almost, if not 
entirely, identical with the charges which 
Hurley had presented to me a few days be- 
fore. 


“Don’t Get Cold Feet, Dunn.” 

As president of the civil service commission 
it was my duty under the law to hear the 
evidence under these charges. Two days 
after the hearing began I went to Bartzen's 
office and told him I considered the charges 
flimsy. He stormed and said: 

Don't get cold feet on this, Dunn: I can’t 
afford to lose this case. If we don’t get Wit- 
ter now we will never get him.” 

I replied: It is not a question of getting 
Mr. Witter; it is a question of evidence, and 
the evidence has not been produced.”’ 

In the evidence offered on behalf of Mr. 
Witter one of the witnesses was Judge Mer- 
ritt W. Pinckney, judge of the Juvenile court, 
and at the conclusion of his testimony, Mr. 
Albert M. Kales, couns@ for Mr. Witter, 
made a motion that all evidence concerning 
the Illinois Industrial home and its branches, 
and all evidence concerning the conduct of 
volunteer officers be excluded and not consid- 
ered by the commission, on the ground that 
under the law, as it had been interpreted by 
Judge Pinckney, it was not Mr. Witter’s duty 
to look after children who had onee been 
committed to industrial echools or given over 
to the custody of volunteer probation officers. 

At that time it was the unanimous opinion 
of the commission that the motion should be 


sustained. 


‘Puts the Screws on Greer. 

This was in the later part of November, 
about a week or ten days prior to the time 
when, under the law, Bartzen would be 
called upon to appoint a successor to Com- 
missioner Greer. 

Greer announced that he had been given 
to understand it was either Mr. Witter's job 
or his own and he said he would like to have 
formal announcement of the decision re- 
garding Mr. Kales’ motion postponed until 
after the day of his appointment, for the rea- 
gon that he feared its announcement at that 
time would make it certain that he would 
not be reappointed.

McCullough, the widower, assert- 
ed yesterday that he would endeavor to force 
the physician to tell what his medical treat- 
ment consisted of during the 1,392 hours for 
which he has charged. He also said Dr. Sugg 
called. more a a friend than a doctor, 

The physician in his bill wants $5 for each 
hour. he spent with the novelist and an extra 
thousand for advice by telephone and tele- 
| graph. - Hig Sequaintance with her did not 
extend much over eighteen months. She met 
him in 1900 when he was an interne at the 
North Shore hospital at Winnetka. 


Widower to Fight Claim. 

“Dr. Sugg has got all the money from the 
McCullough family that he is going to get. 
said Mr. McCullough at his office in the Hart- 
ford building. ‘‘ When he secured his cer- 
tiicate last year to practice medicine he 
didn't have any money. All at once he 
blossomed out with a well furnished office. 
an automobile, and a bulldog. After that it 
was a string of presents. A week before 
my wife died she drew $1,500 from the bana 
and I have not found out what became of it. 

Dr. Sugg put in his dill, perhaps thinking 
T would avoid publicity and not resist it. He 
picked out the wrong man. We stopped pay- 
ment on a check for $5,000 and a savings 
account also for $5,000 which my wife left 
for him the day she died. Dr. Sugg was at 
the bank at 10 o'clock the next morning, 
but the bank wouldn't give him the money. 


Says She Didn’t Need Doctor. 

“Dr. Suge says the estate owes him for 
medical attention to Mrs. McCullough. She 
Gidn’t need a doctor. Like all writers, she 
was nervous. She worked under a high ten- 
sion. She would write a book in thirty days. 
Dr. Sueg used to spend four or five hours a 
day in her company. He will have to prove 
he was there because his medical services 
were needed. 

He used to loaf ‘around the apartments, 
eating, drinking, and sleeping. I didn't 
know until my wife died that Dr. Sugg spent 
so much time with her. I objected to his 
presence last summer, but it didn’t do any 
good. My wife sort of turned against me.” 


Servant Tells of Visits. 

Annie Larsen, a servant, told of the fre- 
quency of Dr. Sugg's visits. 

He came every other day, sometimes 
every day. and I have known him to come 
twice a day,” she said. I don’t know if Mrs. 
McCullough telephoned for him. I guess he 
called’ whenever he felt like it. Mrs. MOC 
lough always let him in. 

“I never. saw his medicine case. I never 
took any prescriptions to be filled. The doc- 
tor always egaid he filled them himself. I 
didn't like Dr. Sugg on account of his actions. 

“ We thought the doctor was a single man 
until) February, when Mrs. McCullough re- 
ceived a letter from a woman who called her- 
self the doctor’s wife. It said she was a 
nurse in a hospital in New York and had been 
deserted three weeks after marriage.“ 

Dr. Sugg denied that the novelist furnished 
his office at 1042 Wilson avenue. He also said 
he had not been married. Admitting that 
Mrs. McCullough had given him a few inex- 
pensive pieces of jewelry, he asserted that he 
had not traveled extensively at her expense. 


Calls Him “Dear Teddy.” 

Just before her death Mrs. McCullough re- 
celved the first copies of the “ Weaver of 
Dreams.” One of these she sent to Dr. Sugg 
with the following inscription on the fly 
leaf: 

To My Dear Teddy: the dearest doc- 
tor that ever was, through whose wise 
counsel and skillful guidance I wrote this 
book without weariness and with much

Iowan Will Seek Help of Pro- 
gressives in, Effort to Be- 
come Leader. 


UPSET FOR LA FOLLETTE. 


Taft. Forces Also in Doubt as to 
the Result Announcement 
Will Have.

This announcement was the more for- 
~midable because of the action of the Iowa 
delegation in congress, progressives and 
regulars, in immediately indorsing Mr. Cum- 
mins .candidacy. .Only~ Senator Kenyon 
and Representative Kennedy were absent 
from the meeting, and they will, of course. 
support the senior senator. 

Senator Cummins’ action means that Presi- 
dent Taft has lost at least ten delegates, if 
not more, from his nomination column. It 


means further that Mr. Cummins will be pre- 


sented to the convention as the compromise 
between President Taft and Senator La Fol 
lette. His followers believe he will win the 
nomination, provided the Roosevelt tide, 
which is rising in all parts of the country, 
does not wagh the prize to the feet of the 
colonel. 


La Follette Men Dislike Move. 

Mr. Cummins’ move was not unexpected. 
Deep down the supporters of Senator La 
Follette regret it because of their appre- 
hension that the country generally will re- 
gard it as a confession on the part of one 
of the foremost progressives, a man who Is 
a close friend of the Wisconsin candidate, 
and who recently declared for him, that 
* Fighting Bob bas shot his bolt and has 
failed to register a bullseye. The ad- 
ministration contendg this is the meaning of 
the Cummins candidacy. 

On the other hand. it is claimed that had 
not Mr. Cummins entered the race, lowa 


| would have been divided between Taft and 


La Follette. The strategie value of such 
division was appreciated by the Taft ad- 
herents, since here was positive proof that 
othe progressives could not hold a state in 
which insurgency is rampant and which is 
represented in congress by two progressive 
senators and by an overwhelming majority 
of representatives. 

It was advisable, from the progressive point 
of view, that Iowa should be held away from 
Mr. Taft. It is generally conceded that the 
Cummins candidacy will effect this result. 


Taft Plans in Doubt. 

In the absence of President Taft and Secre- 
tary Hilles, it is not known what the admin- 
istration forces intend to do. It is expected, 
however, that a fight will be made in several 
districts, those which hitherto have been 
reported as favorable to Mr. Taft: and it is 
claimed if. victory follows the greater -will 
be the triumph and more of an impression 
will be made upon the country. 

There is an aspect of the matter which also 

is regarded with some ostensible degree of 
‘satisfaction by the administration—that is, 
that Mr. Cummins’ candidacy will prevent an 
instruction. of any of the Iowa delegates for 
Mr. Roosevelt. But this idea is advanced, 
not with any belief that in the convention the 
delegation can be held for the favorite son in 
case the former president's strength should 
continue to grow as has been the case for 
several weeks past. 

It is generally conceded, even by the friends 
of Mr. Cummins, that lowa is a Roosevelt 
state, and that if the colonel should be nomi- 
nated, it will approve the action of its dele- 
gates in voting for him and would give him 
its electoral vote next November. 


“Second Choice, Cummins’ Hope. 

Mr. Cummins and his friends fully under- 
stand that the best chance for the lowan’s 
candidacy will lie in his availability as sec- 
ond choice of the delegates to the conven- 
tion. They think there is a possibility the 
Roosevelt movement will not develop as pre- 
dicted, and that a majority of the delegates 
will not cast their ballots for the colonel. 

In that event it is believed there woud 
be a deadlock of delegates representing afi, 
Roosevelt, and La Follette. In such a con- 
tingency it is figured that La Follette wouid 
throw his support to Cummins, and that th» 
Taft and Roosevelt forces would compromize 
on the Iowa senator. 

Because of the possibility of an allianze 
with La Follette, Senator Cummins will not 
permit any of his supporters to criticise the 
Wisconsin candidate. He intends to main- 
tain an understanding with Mr. La Follette, 
and should it develop that the latter is within 
reach of the nomination Iowa's delegation 
will be swung into line for him. On the other 
hand, should La Follette find himself out ot 
the running, Cummins will expect him tc 
give aid to the effont of his terte col - 
league to pick the plum.

Last Charee for Cummins. 

Mr. Cummins fully realizes that the pres - 
ent is the only opportunity he has for the 
presidency.

have not been sustained,” and his election 


“was not procured by corrupt methods or 


practices.” * 

It developed in the committee meeting to- 
day that three senators are not satisfied 
with the mild way in which the committee 
disposes of the Stephenson case. 


Three Men Who Oppose. 

Senators Kern of Indiana, Lea of Tennes- 
see, and Kenyon of Iowa probably will join 
in a minority report, in which they will con- 
demn the expenditure of $113,000 as Senator 
Stephenson admits he spent on his.election, 
and will say that such an amount could not 
have been expended for the legitimate needs 
of the campaign. 

They expressed the view today that the 
admission by Senator Stephenson that he 
expended this large amount could have been 
regarded by thecommittee as a circumstance 
tending to show corruption. Some of the 
detailed expenditures were also attacked as 
being open to suspicion. 

The three members of the committee expect 
to go through the printed testimony in the 
next two weeks and at the end of that time 
they probably will be able to raise other 
objections to the report. 

Senator La Follette is not likely do -ac- 
quiesce in the conclusions of the committee 
and an excfting debate on the floor of the 
senate is expected when the Stephenson re- 
port is taken up for consideration. 


May Accept Report Finally. 

It is not probable, however, that the report 
of the committee will be rejected. The fact 
that two Democratic members of the com- 
mittee that conducted the investigation are 
satisfied with the conclusions is Mkely to 
have some influence with the Democratic 
members of the senate, it is thought, and

The Illinois Tunnel company, which owns 
the system, was liable to 4 forfeiture of all 
its telephone property apd franchise on June 
1 if it did not at that tte have 20,000 bona 
fide subscribers. Mr. Twigg had a written 
report on Sept. 28 fram City Electrician Car- 
rol} indécating that the company hed not 
complied: with its franchise. In this report 
Mr. Carroll gaid it would take only 8800 to 
find out how mang telephones had been in- 
stalled, and not more than $5,950 to ascertain 
beyond doubt whether the corporation had 
the required. number of real subscribers. 


Keeps Report Three Months. 

The chance to get a $3.800,000 phone sys- 
tem for $200, or even $5,960, would not be 
too risky for a Sunday school teacher. Ald. 
Twigg kept the Carroll report in his pocket 
of some other hiding place for exactly three 
months. He gave it to the committee on 
gas, oll, and electric light, of which he ig 
chairman, on Dec. . 

The. importance of determining whether 
the. company had the requisite number of 
phones was brought to the attention of 
Chairman Twigg by Ald. Long, Pringle, and 
others before the end of May. On June & 
Ald. Long had the council adopt a resolution 
directing that an investigation be made.

Carroll Shows Discrepancies. 

Electrician Carroll, at the first meeting 
after the summer vacation, reported to the 
eounci] that he had found the directory of 
June 15 contained but 21,442 separate num- 
bera, although the book listed 27,401 names.

This is the main point in an opinion given 
out yesterday. by Corporation Counsel 
William H. Sexton. 

The law department also has prepared two 
ordinances, elther of which would cover the 
situation. One of these, amending the com- 
pany’s franchise, will be presented to the 
council by Ald, A. J. Cermak tomorrow even- 
ing. Ald. Cparles Twigg, chairman of the 
gas, oil and electric light committee, has 
failed to call a meeting to consider the mat- 
ter. 


No Mention of Systems. 

Mr. Sexton, after quoting from sections of 
the ordinance under which the telephone 
company is operating, says: 

“Th erdinance does not either authorize 
or forbid the ‘nickel first' service. In fact, 
the ordinance does not mention or refer to 


what is popularly called nickel first’ and 


‘nickel last aystem. 
On Jan. 16, 1012, the city council passed 
two orders, as follows: 

Ordered, That the Chicago Telephone 
company desist in the installation of the 
ao-called ‘nickel first’ telephones until 
such time as the city council shall have 
determined whether or not said nickel 
fret telephones are an improvement 
and better the telephone service. 

Ordered, That the Chicago Telephone 
company be and it is hereby directed to at 
once change all so-called nickel firat” 
telephones Installed in the city of Chicago 
back to the nickel last telephones, 
except in cases where the subscriber re- 
quests the Chicago Telephone company in 
writing to continue the „nickel first 
telephone service. j 


Order Can't Amend Ordinance. 

“Any action on the part of the city in re- 
spect to the nickel first’ and ‘nickel last 
service would, in effect, amount to an amend- 
ment of the ordinance of Nov. 6, 1907, by the 
introduction of an item of. regulation not 
expressly included in said ordinance. The 
ordinance could be amended only by an ordi- 
nance. An ordinance cannot be amended by 
an order or resolution of the city council. 

„Moreover, the ordinance of Nov. 6, 1007, 
contemplates nad expressly provides that the 
city shall have the right, by ordinance; to 
regulate every kind of service which the 
telephone company may furnish under the 
grant, and that the city reserves the right 
by special ordinance amendatory hereof to 
regulate the basis, method, manner, end 
means of computing, exacting, Imposing, 
paying, and collecting the rates, charges. 
prices, and tolls or compensation of said

Has Right to Regulate Service. 

„ We are. of the opinion that the legal. 
aa and duties of the telephone company 

m respect to the use of nickel first’ and 

‘nickel last service would not be controlled 
by the above mentioned order of the council. 
„The further question fe whether the tel- 
‘ephone company can be compelled, by the 
passage of an ordinance, to furnish * nickel 
last service where such service is desired 
by the subscriber. 

“We are of the opinion that the city has the 
right to regulate this class of service by an 
ordinance amendatory of the ordinance of 
Nov. 6, 1907. 

“any regulation of the telephone service 
by the city to be valid should not be unrea- 
sonable. Whether an amendatory ordinance 
providing that ‘nickel first’ service should 
mot be forced upon subscribers would be un- 
reasonable would depend largely on whether 
the ‘nickel first’ service is or is not an im- 4 
provement on the nlekel last system. 

„Apart from that ordinance the city has 
a broad right of regulation of a quasi public 
corporation, such as the telephone com- 
pany, under the general police power vested 
in the city. 

“This power may be exercised where the 
subject of regulation affecta the public safe- 
ty and welfare.’

STARCK PIANOS 


Veteran Was Friend of 238 
Fought in the Civil War. 


MEMBER OF WHISKY RING. 


Army Man Served Time Becapse He 
Reſused to Testify. 


Gen. John McDonald, civil war veteran, 
friend of President Grant, and one time con- 
fidant of cabinet members and leading poli- 
tletans died yesterday at his home at 2100 
West North avenue. He was 81 years old. 

Gen. McDonald is chiefly remembered for 
his connection with the famous whisky 
ring,“ an organization of distillers and poli- 
ticilans whose object was to keep Grant in 
the presidency as long as he lasted. In- 
cidentally the whisky ring was guilty of 
serious violations of the internal revenue 
laws. This caused’ Ben H. Bristow, then 
secretary. of the interior, to break up the 
organization 5 to send a number of per- 
eons, including McDonald, to the peniten- 
tiary. McDonald might have escaped pun- 
ishment had he told all he knew about the 
ring. He declined to do so because he would 
have embarrassed President Grant and he 
served his term in silence. 5 

Mr. McDonald was born on Feb. 22, 1880, 
and at 8 years of age was left an orphan 
without a penny He came to Chicago in 
1847, but did not stay long, going to St. 
Louis, where he engaged in the rive? traffic, 
At 21 he was a steamboat owner, at 25 a 
builder, and at 30 a rich man. 

When the civil war broke out he was in 
New Orleans He came north and at his 
own expense armed and equipped the Eighth 
Missouri volunteer infantry, taking the field 
with the rank of major. 


'ELIAS ALLEN FORD IS DEAD. 


Former General Traffic Manager of 
Pennsylvania Succumbs to Heart 
Heart Disease at Pasadena, 


Pasadena, Cal., Jan. 20.—Elias Allen Vord 
former general traffic manager of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, died suddenly at his home 
here early today of heart disease. Mr. Ford 
was 72 years old. He came here three years 
ago from Philadelphia. He leaves three 
daughters, two of whom are Mrs. Modisette 
of St. Louis and Mrs. Hoadley of Minne- 
apolis. Funeral arrangements have not been 
made. 


OBITUARY. 


WILLIAM MORGAN, son of Thomas Mor- 
gan, founder of Morgan Park, Chicago, end 
himself one of the original partners of Han- 
nah, Lay & Co., died in Pasadena, Cal., of 
pneumonia. He was 81 years old. Morgan 
was a native of Surrey, England. He wae 
brought to this country when 18 by his par- 
ents in their own sailing vessel. In 1845 the 
family settled in what is now Morgan Park. 
In 1856 William Morgan, his brother James, 
Perry Hannah, and A. Tracy Lay formed the 
Partnership of Hannah, Lay & Co., the Mor- 
gans furnishing the financial backing. Han- 
nah, Lay & Co. platted Traverse City, Mich, 
in 1856. William Morgan helped to survey 
the town and wes the owner of a bank and 
numerous buildings there. Hannah, Lay & 
Co. own the Chamber of Commerce building 
in Chicago. 


GEORGE KELLOGG DAUCHY, president 
of the Dauchy iron works, died yesterday at 
his residence. 4233 Evanston avenue. He 
was born in New York in 1829 and came to 
Chicago before the civil war. He enlisted in 

the Union army and received the rank of 
captain. He was in all the battles fought 
by the army of the Potomac. He was a 
member of the George H. Thomas post, G. 
A. R., and of the Loyal Legion. The funeral 
will be from the residence this afternoon at 
2:30. 

PATRICK BERRY, for twenty years an 
expert tunnel inspector for the city, died yes- 
terday of pneumonia at his home, 1961 Cleve- 
land avenue. He was 68 years old. Berry 
arrived in Chicago in 1848 from County Mayo, 
Ireland. For thirty-five years he was a clerk 
in William Blair’s hardware house in Lake 
street.

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LEO BLECH’S ONE ACT OPERA 
HAS PECULIAR VEIN OF COMEDY 


“‘Versiegelt” Given for the First Time 
in America at New baie ee A 
Musical Success 


New York, Jan 2.—[{Special.}—Comedy 
of the most mirthful vein has evidently found 
a foothold in the Metropolitan opera house. 
In Leo Blech's one act opera, Versiegelt, 
given there for the first time in America this 
afternoon, there was added to the repertory 
one of the lightest trifles that has ever found 
a shelter under that roof. 

It is a contribution to the same comedy in 
music that is represented by the operas of 
Wolf-Ferrari, so recently heard here, though 
it is widely removed from them in e tvie. 
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It is an embodiment of the comic spirit as 
it flourishes to the north of the Alps rather 
than in the more volatile minds of Italy. 
The little plece would be less than nothing 
without Blech'es music, which ie singularly 
successful. 

This music is written with dexterity, with a 
light touch, with real skill, and at times 
originality in the treatment of the orches- 
tra, if not in the texture of its ideas. 

„ Verslegelt is a conversation opera,” 
and the music lightly and delicately accom- 
panies, underlines, and accentuates a steady 
stream of talk and chatter. 

There are geome excellent ensembles. The 
chattering quartets—two of them-—of the 
three women and Bertel, the young lover, 
are admirably constructed, with humorous 
and at the same time musical effects, and 
the trio of a similar character in. which the 
widows and the bailiff take part, in a breath- 
less planissimo, is adroit.

Miss Mary Garden's last appearance in 
Chicago as Thals this season brought to the 
Auditorium yesterday efternoon an audience 
that completely filled the theater. The pub- 
lic seems to have awakened to the fact that, 


though first performances may possess ele- 


ments ot particular interest, it is the repeti- 
tions that attain the largest measure of 
artistic completeness, Such proved to be 
the case yesterday. In refinement and in 
finish of detail the interpretation in its gen- 
eral values and in the presentation of indi- 
vidual roles surpassed all that have gone 


before. 

Miss Garden was in splendid voice and 
mood, She/sang with that peculiar warmth 
and emotional eloquence that so completely 
unite the vocal and the histrionic elements 
of her art. When she came to us we remem- 
bered the verdict of the east to the effect that 
she was an actress of rare gifts and powers, 
but no singer: In the latter respect there has 
been occasion to modify this estimate, for 
Miss Garden is either singing much better 
than she ever sang in New York or she has 
pertuaded our public to modify its ideals of 
the art acquired from some of her distin- 
guished colleagues. 


Adapted to Part of Thais. 

It is true she practices a method that does 
not conform in all detafls to the traditions 
laid down by the lawmakers, whoever they 
may be. But it is also true that she produces 
a tone endowed not only with that sensuous 
beauty that pleases the ear alone but with 
those far more important attributes that ac- 
complish interpretative refinements un- 
known to schools and unrestricted by tradi- 
tions. Therefore she is able to make the 
figure of Thals one of the most appealing in 
the whole range of opera. 

Her presentation of the part has known 
some modification since she became a per- 
manent factor in the musical life of Chicago 
—not in its musical and dramatic aspects but 
in those important acceseories of dress, 
which seem, to the unobservant mind of mere 
man, to have gained both in charm and in 
reticence. It fe dangerous to venture @ sug- 
gestion on a subject that must be fraught 
with mystery even though it-appears to be 
remarkably eimple. But it is felt that the 
costume in which Mies Garden permits Thals 
to begin her adventurous journey through 
the desert is still somewhat fragile to afford 
protection from the inevitable hardships 
about to be encountered. 


Less Subtle than in Juggler. 

Her method in unfolding the psychological 
progress from courtesan tonun. together with 
its accompanying musical symbols, is more 
easily followed if about as difficult of analy- 
sis. It is necessarily less subtle than the 
portrayal of the Juggler, in which there 1s 
no outward display, or her wonderful inter- 
pretation of Melisande, in which she seem- 
ingly does nothing at all, yet holds the listen- 
er's attention and sympathy constantly. But 
it is so richly dowered with appealing melody 
that the general public has been convinced 
as to the superlative worth of Thals with 
Miss Garden in the title rolb. 

Mr. Dufranne’s interpretation of the part 
of Athanael is hardly less attractive. Yes- 
terday he delivered it with abundant vocal 
charm and his accustomed histrionic au- 
thority. Mr. Warnery made the graceful 
part of Nicias a distinguished example of 
the refinements of Gallic art, Mr. Kramer 
read the Meditation with his wonted 
tonal charm,.and Mr. Campanint conducted 
with his usual care as to detail. 

At night Mr. Warnery appeared for the sec- 
ond time as the poet in Offenbach’'s * The 
Tales of Hoffmann. Mme. Dufau inter- 
preted the parts of the mechanical doil, 
Giulletta, and Olympia. Miss Wittkowska 
was the Nicolaus.

POSITIONS FOUND FOR 1.136. 


Eighty-nine Paroled Prisoners Earn 
$37,260 in Year, 


A released convict for whom the Central 


Howard association found a job has recently 


been promoted to a post paying $4,000 a 
year. Out of that salary he has made a 
handsome gift to the organization that helped 
him. 

This is one interesting fact set forth in the 
annual report of the association, issued yes- 
terday, and which tells how 1,456 paroled and 
released prisoners were given positions. 

Job finding was more than usually dimi- 
cult last year. but 1,257 applicants were sent 
to employment, and eighty-nine paroled men 
alone earned, during the year, $37,260. 

President William M. R. French, in his re- 
port, said the first aid usually consists in 
finding a man a place to work and to earn 
wages immediately upon his discharge.

Reports of directors of the Chieago-Win- 
field Tuberculosis sanitarlum show that 
patients have progressed well there notwith- 
standing the recent severe weather. The 
directors’ reports were made at a dinner 
given by Mrs. M. L. Rothschild, president 
of the sanitarium. . 

The directors ask the people to visit Win- 
field, which is only twenty-five miles west 
of the city, and see for themselves what 
is being done for the welfare of the tuber- 
cular patients and their restoration to health. 
Children and adults reteive the benefits of 
treatment at the sanitarium, and it is the 
regret of those most directly concerned that 
the suggestion of building additional cot- 
tages cannot at this time be realized, thus 
enabling the officers to grant admission to 
every worthy applicant. 

In seeking the aid of the public the di- 
rectors point out that with each discharged 
patient a living factor is added in the war 
against tuberculosis. Not only is health

I do not wish to maintain that Poincaré 
is the man chosen by Providence, and were I 
to say so he would be the first to laugh at 
my prophecy. But he is, according to my 
mind, the foremost republican of his age. 
As the republic ‘now rules our destinies, I 
therefore hope that he will use hia talents and 
his virtues to guide this unwieldy and t 
machine in a different direction.“ 
Poincare is one of the very few prominent 
French republicans that went through the 
Panama crisis absolutely unscathed, and in 
the Dreyfus matter, while refraining from 
expressing himself as to the innocence or 
guilt of the now almost forgotten captive of 
the Devil's island, he did not hesitate, both 
in public and in private, to insist upon the 
fact that the major did not have a fair trial 
and that grossly irregular and even fraudu- 
lent means were adopted to secure his con- 
demnation. 


Known for His Integrity. 
Incidentally it may be said that this is the 
attitude of many thoughtful people in France 
In one word, Poincare's integrity in public 
and private life, the absolute correctness— 


in an address to a popular ard practical as- 
jembly like the house of commons. 

Professors are proverbially unacceptable 
in the house of commons. Man after man 
who Was entered that body with a great 
reputation from the schools has been an ab- 
ject failure because he has lectured instead 
of speaking in the parliamentary style.

He Overcomes People’s Prejudice. 

When he took charge of the treasury he 
found that the 25 centime nickel coin, which 
corresponds exactly to the American ‘‘ nick- 
el, Was exceedingly unpopular. It was, in 
fact, 80 unpopular that there was a serious 
talk of calling it in again, the small trades- 
men refusing to accept it. There was a 
general feeling, indeed, among the masags 
that tt would some day become as valueless 
and as difficult to get rid of as foreign cop- 
pers. 

Various methods were discussed among the 
departmental officials for pushing the circu- 
lation of the coin which had aroused such 
unreasoning prejudice. It was gravely pro- 
posed that a pamphlet should be published 
for gratuitous distribution, calling attentiin 
to ‘its advantages, citing its demonstrated 
utility in the Uninted States, and appealing 
to the patriotism of the French public to 
support ite 

Just ieave the matter in my hands,“ re- 
marked Poincare, after these suggestions 
had been laid before him. and I will guar- 
“antes that within a few weeks the nickel 
coin win be the most popular in Paris.“ 

Nobody knew who started the rumor, or 
the means that were adopted to spread it. 
But one day all Paris was whispering that 
among the nickels in circulation were five 
on which the magic word Rothschild had 
been engraved in tiny letters. And every- 
where the Story Was told that the first per- 
son who togk one of these coins to the Roths- 
childs’ bank in the Rue Lafitte would re- 
ceive $5,000 for it. That for the second 
nickel similarly. inscribed $2,000 would be 
paid and for the third and fourth $1,000, and 
for the fifth a sum of $400. It was added 
that the , Rothschilds had a large stock of 
nickels on hand, of which they were anxious 
to. get rid of to the government and had 
' devised this gort of gratuitous lottery scheme 
in order to create such a demand for the 
nickel: coins as would compel the treasury 

to take over the metal. 


People Swallow Nickel“ Story. 
“The credulous French people who dearly 
love anything that appeals to their gambling 
instincts, readily swallowed the story. Small 
tradesmen who had previously fought shy 
of the new coin, were eager to obtainit. The 
lower classes insisted on getting nickels with 
their change. In a few days the nickel 23 

centime plece had become the most popular 
coin in Paris, and the story, as well as the 
demand for it, spread throughout the coun- 
try. Needless to-say, no one has yet got hoid 
of a coin or which, eyen by the aid of a mi- 
croscope; the name of Rothschild can be dis- 
covered.

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) PEKING’S BEAUTY 
READY TO VANISH 


With Passing of the Manchu 
Dynasty It May Become 
a Real Capital. 


NEW BUILDINGS UGLY. 


‘Was Wonder Palaces ‘and 
Temples, but No Real 
State Machinery.

PEKING, China, Oct. 10.—Am I glad to get 
back to this strange city of Aladdin's Lamp? 
Yes and no. History will be made here 
this winter. Perhaps Peking is to become 
the e of China in reality as 85 as in 
name. Who knows? 

You may be surprised that I 3 of Pe- 
king as though it were not the real capi- 
tal. You may ask: If it is not, what city is? 
no city which 
gathered up the general activities of the 
empire in one é¢entrai thread. 

Peking is a military camp, the walled city 
of a court which won China at the point of 
the sword, the permanent camping place of 
a dynasty which, on the whole, has ruled 
China well and given to it two of its great- 
est emperors. But the Manchu dynasty has 
run its course. The Manchus, as such, are 
among the obsolete inatitutions of China; 
they must give way to Chinese sovereignty. 
The south will not be denied. 


No Capitol in Peking. 
any ways Peking looks like an im- 
“ity; but it has fewer of the ear- 
a modern capital than has Spring- 
olumbus. You look in vain for 
evidences of a central government or the 
machinery of a great state. The Legation 
quarter boasts a few substantial buildings 
and some ordinary barracks. But nothing 
suggests a capitol. Peking’s mighty walls 
and superb towering gateways are always 
obtrusive and impressive; but other cities 
in China have massive walls. 

The great yellow roofed crimson walls of 
the Forbidden City are suggestive, but they 
might incloge a deer park or an insane asy- 
lum did not the glorious dull gold roofs of 
palaces within proclaim their regal charac- 
ter. But in walls and roofs, in pagodas 
and temples, grand as they are, little or 
nothing suggests any capitol with which 
you are acquainted at home or abroad. 

Peking is the home of a court retinue, re- 
tainers, camp followers, and hangers on. 
Most of it is in bad repair, much of it sadly 
down at the heel. No doubt it was once in 
perfect order. When real men occupied 
the palace, when art, literature, and science 
were in vogue, before the nation had lost 
face and most of ite money, Peking must 
have been a superb city, one of the wonders 
of the world. 


Road Roller Buried in Refuse. 

One Gay last summer I was hunting fora 
house up a certain street. I got lost, and 
finally decided that I was on the wrong street. 
I made my way over toward the Imperial 
City, but well toward the north. At last 1 
reached a broad street, parallel with the 
imperial wall. It was almost impassable 
because piled high with refuse, the dump of 
decades. In the middle of the street, half 
buried in debris, was an enormous stone road 
‘roller. It may have been there fifty years, 


or five hundred. But it won't be there much 


longer, for the steam rollers are at work. 
This relic of the middle age roadmaking must 
move on. 

Simpson tells me that in digging trenches 
during the boxer siege\they often came upon 
beautifully made @rains and other evidences 
that Peking once possessed a complete sew- 
age system., At another place, many feet 
deep in the earth, they uncovered heaps for 
stone cannon balls! 

Series of Compounds. 
What else? Are there no other evidences 


of a capitol save the walls, gates, and pal- 
aces of the spacious imperial cof:pound? 


al 


Not many, and they are dreary. There, are 
other compounds, of course. Peking is a se- 
ries of compounds, nine of them, of huge 
area and lofty walls, for they are the homes 
of Manchu princes. Certain American clerks 
in Peking oceupy quarters more pretentious 
than that which houses the foreign office of 
the Chinese empire. 

Is Peking to be-ruined utterly and for- 
ever? Apparently. It hasn't the money to 
build western palaces, or the good sense 
to stick to its own graceful. beautiful archi- 
tecture. Result: Ghastly barracks. They 
are all alike—cathedrals, schools, courts, war 
office, all tarred wn the same taint of 
mediocrity. 

I was arguing the point with one of the 
staff of the foreign office who was educated 
in America. But our style of architec- 
ture,“ he protested, is not adapted to two 
story buildings“ Which is sheer nonsense 
and quite characteristic of a Chinese edu- 
cated in Boston. I called his attention to 
the two story palace at the yellow temple, 
than which a more beautiful palace does not 
exist in China. The Chinese could bulld 
thirteey story pagodas which, though built 
of wood, have defied the winds and raing 
often centuries. 


Crime Against Civilization. 


It is nothing less than a crime against 
civilization ta ruin this city. But the crime 
will be committed and foreigners will be the 
chief abettors, as they are now the rankest 
offenders. If you want to see Aladdin’s 
home, come to Peking before it is too late, 
before it has been ruined forever. 

The prevailing note about Peking is man, 
Peking is preéminently a human city, per- 
haps more so than any city of its size in all 
the world. This is only another way of say- 
ing that Peking is behind the times, that its 
dominant note is the voice of man rather 
than the rumble of carriages or the roar of 
machinery. | 

All day long I hear men’s voices. 

Above them rises the rattle of the tin 
plates on the rickshaws and the subdued, 
pleasing rumble of the beautiful Pekingese 
carts. At night the city is wonderfully quiet. 
There will be intervals of many minutes 
when, at my open window which overlooks 
half the city, I cannot nekr a sound. It 
seems like a city of the dead. Then a dog 
barks, and another; men taik on the corner; 
there is a blast on a trumpet or some one is 
rapping an open flat box with a stick, or it 
may be some one of the peculiar and dis- 
tinctive sounds made by a street vender. 


Street Venders Never Sleep. 

These strect noises are heard best at night, 
when the endless stream of rattling rick- 
shaws has given way to a solitary straggler 
and the only carts abroad are going to or 
coming from the all night quarters of the 
Chinese city. Evidently street venders never 
sleep, for one or another of their endless 
calls may be heard far into the night; how 
much later I don’t know, but I have heard 
them up to 3 o'clock. 

Often have I watched the city grow quiet 
and then go to bed, until at last not a light 
is to be seen save half a dozen strays in our 
neighborhood—the palaces in the Imperial 
City showing not a sign of life. Nothing 
indicates that a soul is irring in the vast 
city. Suddenly a trumpet blares out, gongs 
resound, and boom! boom! go the big drums. 
The suddenness of the clamor is startling at 
first, but one grows accustomed to such mid- 
night outbreaks and hopes they will prove 
successful in scaring away evil spirits from 
the house of the dead. 


Bicycles Much in Fashion. 


Incessant honk-honks suggest automobiles. 
But the honks are on bicycles. A surpris- 
ing number of them are being used. Dis- 
tances are great, there are many long, fair 
roads, and no street cars. The bicycle is the 
clerk’s, messenger’s and student's steed. The 
Chinese take to bicycles as dueks to water.

The crowning glory of Peking traffic is the 
little burro.

DUBLIN. Jan. 11.—Patriotic persons in 
Dublin have started a movement to com- 
memoratje the famous Irishmen who have 
lived in the Irish capital by affixing terra 
cotta tablets to the houses which they oc- 
cupied. No city of its size in Europe affords 
more scope for such an enterprise than 
Dublin. Perhaps because it is a decayed 
capital Dublin changes slowly, but what is 
indisputably an economic loss is a sent 
mental gain. 

Scores of fine old mansions, which once 
housed the great figures in Irish politics, 
art. Nterature, and society are ktanding yet, 
practically unchanged, théugh many of 
them have fallen from their former high 
estate and now are subdivided into squalid 
tenements occupied by the poor. Others 
still are inhabited by men of wealth or pro- 
fessional men. In Merrion square, for in- 
stance, there are a dozen houses which are 
eligible for the proposed distinction. 

Many of the Dublin residences of famous 
Irishmen have been pulled down, it is true. 
The house in Grafton street in which Sam- 
uel Lover, the novelist, was born is now 
replaced by a furniture shop. The house in 
Sackville street in which Shelley lived and 
from which he distributed hie pamphlets 
has given place to a cheap restaurant. 
Charles Lever’s birthplace, in Amiens street, 
has disappeared long ago, and there is some 
doubt as to its exact site. g

Big Receipts Fail to Materialize 
as Expected and Local 
Shorts Cover. 


While the range of wheat prices was nar- 
row yesterday, there was a firmer under 
tone. Local shorts were fair buyers and 
early in the day the light pit offerings were 
a feature. Foreign markets were again firm 
and receipts in this country were not large. 
Consequently there was no disposition to 
well short. On the bulge late in the day 
nearly all the wire houses had selling orders. 
Final quotations were unchanged to 0 
Jhigher, the May leading in the upturn.

The cash demand here was by no means 
urgent, but in general the markets here 
at outside points were not weak.

Receipts at Omaha, Kansas 
City, and St. Louis were much smaller than

EWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. 


Corn bulls were inclined to be confident of higher 
prices last night. The predicted heavy receipts have 
failed to materialize, and judging from the reports 
that have come in from the country there should 
have been a run of corn here. The railroads 
have been having difficulty in moving the grain, but 
conditions in this respect have been easier the last. 
few days and still the receipts have been light. 
Southwestern markets have been receiving liberal 
quantities of corn for some time, but there has been 
no accumulation of corn which is regarded as sig- 
nificant by the bulls. All the time the receipts have 
been liberal at St. Louis, Kansas City, and Omaha, 
the cash markets have ruled strong and materially 
over a parity with Chicago, which has received a 
much smaller percentage of the primary movement 
this year compared to last year. The fact that so 
many traders who were bullish on corn for a long 
pull were looking for a decline first was a source of 
strength to the market the last week, as the belief 
i big run of corn had encouraged a great deal of 
ae covering.

Thie week's heavy hog receipts under more or 
less bad on conditions were somewhat 
of a surprise to those in the trade who had been 
figuring that the live animals bad been closely 
marketed, said W. L. Gregson. ‘' Iowa and Ne- 
braska especially seemed to run into the new crop 
of young 200 pounders, and holders, while not in 
any way insistent, seemed willing to keep them 
moving around the current levels. The fresh meat 
trade is good and the prices are reasonable, and 
this made packers free buyers on moderate de- 
pressions, but the supplies at all points show com- 
paratively faster accumulation that at any previous 
time this winter simply because the supply was 
ahead of the demand.

READING AGAINTRADEGENTER | 


Reaction in Stock Early, but It 
Closes 114 Points in Advance. 


INCREASES. 


New York Exchange Hopes for Remit- 
tances from Europe.

New York, Jan. 20.—[Special.]—Sharp ad- 
vances in a number of issues occurred dur- 
ing the course of togay's short session on 
the stock exchange. About one-third of all 
the day's transactions were in Reading. 
which, after a reaction of a point from its 
high price of the day, closed with a net gain 
of 1% points. 

One of the interesting price changes was 
the advance of 8 points in Interborough- 
Metropolitan preferred. 

No novelty appeared in the showing made 
in today’s bank returns. Again a large 
inflow of cash amounting in actual figures to 
close to $17,000,000 resulted in a large ad- 
dition to the surplus reserve, which now 
stands at over $42,000,000. The changes 
indicated in the ‘average figures were great - 
er than those disclosed by the actual state- 
ment of conditions at the close of business 
on Friday. The latter showed an increase 
of $28,000,000 in loans, and of $42,000,000 in 
deposits. 

The exchange market has moved in a way 
which has indicated further remittances to 
Europe as well as accumulation of long bills 
by this market. 

So easy, are money rates here that no 
high bids would seem to be necessary from 
Germany to lead our bankers to continue to 
employ in that market a large part of the 
money now loaned out there. Discount rates 
are easy in Berlin and it is not to be expected 
that German bankers will have to pay any 
high rates for such accommodation as may 
be necessary in connection with the special 
demands, including the flotation of the gov- 
ernment bond issue, which the German mar- 
ket is being called upon to meet. A rate 
as high as 4 per cent might well prove at- 
tractive to our bankers for short time loans, 
in view of the much lower rates which pre- 
vail here.

HE week's real estate market was pro- 
ductive of several notably Interesting 
developments, but as a whole it was 
somewhat narrow in its scope, with 
fewer really important transactions 

than has been the case for some time past. 

Tt is feeling in a cumulative way the effect : 
of the continued cold weather, and is likely 
to remain dull until there isa decided change 
for the betetr in this respect. Outside prop- 
erty naturally is feeling more the effect of | 
the adverse weather conditions, while build- 
ing operationg have been practically par- 
alyzed in this field. The extent to which 
Dullding bas been affected is shown by the 
fact that leading contractors and labor lead- 
ers estimate that 41,600 of the 62,400 work- 
men employed in the building trades in the 
eity are now jdle.

In giving preference to Molitre’s “The Learned Ladies” over 
Pinero’s The Thunderbolt” for the premiere of the Drama 
Players at the Lyric Feb. 5 the Chicago Theater society indicates 
considerable managerial sophistication. The matter was dis 
cussed at length in the councils of the organisation and classic 
French comedy at last triumphed over modern English drama. 
The point at issue, however, was no question of the Past versus 
the Present, of Classicism against Modernism. It was rather a 
matter of the gay versus the somber, of laughter against possible 
tears. The directors of the society wished to open the Chicago 
seasom in a mood of sprightliness, of entertainment, while not 
deviating from intellectual orthodoxy; and in making their choice 


from that point of view they have apparently displayed posses. 
sion of the very faculty which is usually lacking in movements 


of the kind—that sense of theatric diplomacy termed “ showman 
ship.” : 

In New York the performance of The Learned Ladies,” net 
withstanding the fact that the play is 240 years old, evoked 
laughter as frequently as any musical comedy which might be 
chosen at random—and more than most of the recent Viennese 
importations which Mr. Harry B. Smith adapts with such sterile 
facility. “If this be the case,” asks Mr. Charles W. Collins, 
who represents the Chicago Theater society on its journalistic 


side, by what right does Augustus Thomas call Molièere's work 


theatrical bric-A-brac, fossils of an archaic period?“ 

Then to show that Moliére’s “The Learned Ladies” should 
not be classed as a dramaturgic trilobite, Mr. Collins asserts 
that the piece has as much vitality in its theme today as when 
it was first staged at the Valais Royale in 1672. The blue 
stocking is still prevalent, more so now than in the seventeenth 
century, thanks to co-education and culture clubs; and Chrysales 
by the thousands are still complaining that their roast beef is 
left to scorch while their wives discuss the subtleties of art and 
philosophy. Furthermore, says Mr. Collins, lapsing into the 
vernacular, Moliére’s satire was written with a punch,“ of 
which such wielders of the theatric “wallop” as Augustus 
Thomas and Paul Armstrong might well be jealous, though their 
blows at the playgoers’ solar plexus come from a melodramatic 
rather than a comic shoulder. The character of Trissotin, the 
inane salon poet of “The Learned Ladies,” was portrayed by 
Moliére directly from a living model, one Abbé Cotin; and the 
verses quoted by Trissotin for the adulation of the “learned 
ladies,” in the most deliciously comic scene in the play, were 
taken word for word from the writings of the aforesaid abba.

The Innocent Patron of the “Scalper.’’ 

In the general readjustment of the box office affairs of the 
theater by the federal court and the city council one interested 
party has been forgot. The rapacious scalper, the mereenafy 
manager, and the poor playgoer whom they have plucked and 
picked, all have had their say through lawyers and through the 
municipal statesmen who make theatrical affairs their specialty. 
The result is a decree that the manager may not dispose of 


_ wares according to the law of supply and demand, or that 


may be done with beef or butter may not be done with 

tickets. The ticket broker is obliterated, and the 

seeker may now go to the box Office and purchase, minus 
mium, seats in the fourth row, on the aisle, and near an exit—if 
he can get them. 

The person forgot is that affluent person who has the means 
and the inclination to reduce theatergoing to its minimum of 
inconvenience. No one has had a word to say for the luxurious 
individual who is willing to pay 50 cents more for the privilege 
of sitting in a good seat without the annoyance and uncertainty, 
of a visit to the ticket office. He may eat better food, wear 
ter clothes, use better means of transportation on account of 
opulence er the extravagance, but his money, at the theater, giv 
him no advantage over his thriftier or more impecunious 
He will have to take his chances with the others now that ticket 
agencies are obsolete. Since he represents an important ele- 
ment of the playgoing public, he is entitled to the philanthropic 
consideration of Ald. Britten and the council. They should do 
something to alleviate the plight of the man who prefers to buy, 
his theater seats from a broker rather than from a box office.

THE TRUST ‘PROBLEM—V. 

Railroads furnish practically all the 
transportation in this country. They afford 
easy access to every part of the nation. By 
their rapid transportation they open to fac- 
tories accéss to markets at long distances, 
thus doing away to a large extent with local 
monopolies and equalizing the price of com- 
country. The 
strides they have made in mechanical and 
scientific improvement stagger the imagina- 
tion of the student and dwarf everything 
that has been accomplished along these 
lines under governmental ownership. 

They furnish employment to thousands 
upon thousands of citizens, and their em- 
ployés, from the officers down, average high 
in industry and other high qualities of 
citizenship. Their securities, in large part, 
form suitable investments for thrifty peo- 


car construetion, they support other great 
industries with their thousands of employés 
and stockholders. The railroads, as a whole, 
and their accessories are not only the most 
useful but the largest industry in the United 
States. 

Yet in spite of this array of sustaining 
facts the railroads are looked upon with dis- 
trust and dislike by the vast majority of the 
people. The orator can be sure of an en- 
thusiastic audience if his subject is one cf 
attack upon the railroads. A court or com- 
mission deciding any point in any contro- 
versy favorable to the railroads jeopard- 
izes its popularity and its very existence. 
Why is this? The reason is that for half 
a century the railroads were the sharpest 
cutting tools of the financial pirates. Van- 
derbilt, Gould, and Harriman. rode rough 
shod over the rights of stockholders; em- 
ployés, and the public. 

The people be damned!“ expression cf 
the first will rankle long in the public mind. 

Many laws have been passed to curb and 
punish the railroads, These laws have, in 
a great measure, been successful—saccess- 
ful, even, to the point of interfering with 
the public welfare. Is it not time to con- 
jsider laws which will curb the financial 
manipulators and build up and strengthen 


‘the railroads as agents of the nation? 


The chief fault of the railroads today is 
the grotesque financial construction of some 
of the greatest of them; the misuse of raii- 
roads through their control by a few men 
who do not own a majority of the stock. 

Take as an instance the Rock Island sys- 
tem. The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacitic 
Railway company is the consolidation of | 


some eleven or twelve small railroads. and 
many more, some of even less importance. 
The railway company bas issued, cover- 


ing these properties, bonds in the sum of 
211,807,000 and stock in the Sum of 
r $75,000,000, The total of $286,307,000 | 
is a liberal estimate of the value of all 
the physical properties of the | company: To | 
carry over $200,000,000 of bonds upon $75,- 
000,000 of stock would be considered high 
finance. But on top of this is organized the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad 
company with $78,707,400 of bonds, $71,- 
207,400 of which have been exchanged for 
the stock of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacitic. Railway company; and there 1s 
issued on top of this another 8145, 000,000 
of watered stock. It is thus seen that the 
real ownership of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific Railway company is controlled 
by the ownership of $145,000,000 stock of 
factitious value in a corporation entitled 
»The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Ratlroad company.” 

Further to complicate matters and re- 
move control of the properties from owners 
of certificates representing original, substan- 
tial value, the $145,000,000 of the Chicago, 
Rock Isiand and Pacific Railroad company 
is held by the Rock Island company, a com- 
pany with a capital stock of $150,000,000 
of which $54,000,000 is preferred and $96,- 
000,000 is common; but under the charter 
one of the pirate charters of New Jersey 
the majority of directors are elected by the 
holders of a majority of the preferred stock. 
In, other words, one-sixth of the factitious 
stock controls this great railroad system. 

It would seem impossible that such a 
system would be tolerated in any civilized 
country, and yet this kind of indirect and 
improper control is the rule in many of our 
large corporations, \ It has been brought 
about by the chaotic conditions of our state 
corporation laws, which at the same time 
shut the door in the face of legitimate busi- 
ness expansion and open it wide for. finan- 
cial legerdemain. This evi] can be ended 
only by authorizing and compelling inter- 
state railroads to incorporate under a fed- 
eral law, under whose provisions all stock 
and bond issues shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of a national commission. 

The national control of railroads is op- 
posed on the theory of state rights, just 
as slavery was long upheld by this theoret- 
teal doctrine of democracy. The real oppo- 
nents of federal incorporation for railroads 
are the financial pirates, big politicians like 
Lorimer, who work in with them; little poli- 
tieians of the jackpot type in the legislature, 
who wish to maintain the time honored priy- 
ilege of blackmailing railroads; and the in- 
cendiaries who secretly oppose all practi- 
cable ‘reform, because it will remove the 
cause of their existence.

Hopkins, although the beneficiary of 
Yates’ young zeal in office, deserted him for 
Lorimér. Yates, believing Hopkins weak 
because of unpopularity, and wishing to 
punish him, planned a campaign for his 
seat in the senate. Hopkins, although in 
an alliance with Deneen, suggested to Lor- 
imer that Yates. be induced to run against 
the governor for renomination. Busse, hav- 
ing a sort of understanding with Deneen, 

ut ‘thoroughly disliking him, gave encour- 

agement to Lorimer. 
.- Lorimer, reconciled to Yates, led a tre- 
mendously effective campaign for him 
against Deneen. Hopkins, endeavoring to 
work for both candidates, made tracks all 
over the state which convinced Lorimer 
that he and Yates had been betrayed. De- 
neen discovered that Busse played on both 
sides of the fence. 

Shurtleff, an important man in the legis- 
lative activities of the party, was made 
speaker by Deneen. He was resleeted 
Speaker by Deneen. Then he broke with 
the governor, and his third election was 
brought about in spite of Deneen. There- 
after he opposed any measure which came 
recommended from the executive office. 

All this and more is known at large, but 
Mr. ‘Lorimer retold it in a sordid tale of 
politics and redirected attention toit. It is 
not for the average citizen to complain. He 
may note the facts without lamenting them. 
The mandarins helped work. their own 
downfall by proving to each other that 
| trustworthiness was an unknown attribute 
in Illinois. politics. 

If there had been fair dealing among 
leaders the state might be more complacent, 
but it would be less advanced. The man- 
darins kicked down their own walls, laid 
each other out with dour raps over the 
head, were afraid to venture out for fear 
their most intimate and influential friends 
would waylay them in the dark, and helped 
to bring about their own confusion. 

It makes a sordid story, but it was all 
elear gain to Illinois. In a state so heavily 
Republican, a machine against which inde- 
pendents might have struggled in vain for 
years would have been maintained if the 
responsible and authoritative managers 
could have trusted each other. 5 

They have not dared place any depend - 
ence in promise or pledge, and the result is 
that organized politics quivers with appre- 
hension in this state. It is all clear gain to 
the citizen who believes that the public is 
best served when politicians are most sen- 
sitive.

Leon Bourgeois, who is the son of a watch- 
maker of the Rue Francois Miron in Paris, 
is a veteran of the war of 1870, through which 
he fought as a young fellow, afterwards com- 
pleting his legal education and becoming a 
member of the Paris bar. But he did not 
have much occasion to practice, for from 
1876, when he became chief secretary to M. 
Christophle, minister of public works, he 
Was continuously in government service 
until 1887, when he quitted ſt, as prefect of 
police, to embark upon a political career. 

I have mentioned above that he is a sculptor 

of no mean order. I should add to this that 
he is also a very clever pastellist; also an 
enthusiastic violinist, while he has been in 
the habit, whenever a cabinet minister, of 
enlivening the meetings of the council by 
dashing off caricatures of his colleagues as 
well as of leading political personages in 
the drollest faehion. 
He has published a number of books, owns 
some vineyards and a small country house 
near BDpernay, in the department of the 
Marne, and has been regarded for the last 
ten years as one of the most likely candidates 
for the presidency of the republic.

Moving pictures are contributing their 
share to the punishment in store for the 
Gaekwar of Baroda, in connection. with his 
insulting behavior to King George and to 
Queen Mary at the durbar. The cinemato- 
graph has reproduced, with the utmost fidel- 
ity, every phase of his rudeness on that 
occasion, his curt nod to the king, his delib- 
erate refusal to bow to the queen, his swing- 
ing a light can in his hand when approaching 
the throne, and his turning his back deliber- 
ately on his suzerain, instead of bucking out 
of his presence, as did the viceroy and all 
the vassal rutes¢..ofuindia. 

Each time that the gaekwar is thus shown 
in the moving picture exhibitions in Great 
Britain his appearance calls forth a storm 
of hisses and other tokens of popular dis- 
approval. These picture shows are being also 
exhibited at almost infinitesimal prices of 
admission throughout the length and breadth 
of the Indian empire, where the gaekwar's 
rudeness is thus becoming known. Conse- 
quently the British government cannot af- 
ford to allow the matter to go unpunished. 

That his rudeness to the king and queen, 
was the result of nervousness, put forward 
by him as an excuse in his letter of abject 
apology, is disproved by the cinematograph 
pictures. It is also demonstrated by a piece 
of studied insolence towards the viceroy, 
Lord Hardinge, a little earlier in the pro- 


print. 

It seems that when Lord Hardinge, about 
a quarter of an hour before the arrival of 
the king and queen, drove into the arena in 
state, all the great vassal rulers of India 
assembled there rose and remained standing 
until the viceroy had taken his seat. There 
was but one exception—namely, the Gaekwar 
of Baroda, who, although occupying a front 
seat, refrained from rising, and instead os- 
~tentatiously stretched out his legs in the 
most lounging and Te manner.

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WHY VENTILATION FAILS. 

HIS is the season when interest cen- 
ters in the bad air diseases in every 
part of this country, where there are 
marked seasonal changes in temper- 
ature. More than half the people are 

intermittingly suffering from colds. Atleast 
one out of ten has a cough; many are sick 
from pneumonia, and large numbers are con- 
tracting consumption. 

About one-third of Chicago’s deaths are 
due to bad air diseases almost 10,000 a 
year—and whether they come from Omana, 
Fert Wayne, or rural parts of Iowa, the 
figures tell the same story. 

These deaths, in one way and another, 
are brought about by foulness of the air. 
At that, the story told by the deaths from 
bad air diseases leaves a Marge part un- 
covered. There must be added the figures 
of inefficiency and secondary costs, as well 
as the indirect contribution from bad air 
to the disabling forces of other harmful 
conditions. 

It has been said that the drinking of bad 
water does three times as much harm, in in- 


typhoid. It would be no exaggeration to 
say that bad air does five times as much 
harm, indirectly, as it does in bringing 
about deaths from pneumonia and consump- 
tion. 


The air problem sigs a big one—big in the 
harm which it does and big in the measures 
which are demanded that it may be met. 

There is need for pure outside air. ‘This 
is being met by anti-smoke campaigns of 
many different sorts. 

But outside air is about uniformly bad at 
all seasons of the year. Therefore so much 
of the rate from bad air diseases as is rep- 
resented by fluctuation between seasons 
must be the result of circumstances whic 
fluctuate. This brings us to ventilation, for 
ins‘de air is good in summer and bad ‘in 
winter. 

So many places are poorly ventilated tha: 
a man can count himself lucky if he goes a 
week without getting into some uncomfort- 
able and unhealthx air. The ordinary man, 
at the very best, will get into some such 
place for a part of each day. The farmer 
who reads this statement, no doubt, thinks 
it true enough of the city man, but not of 
himself. On a below-zero morning the ven- 
stilation is just a little worse in the farm- 
houses of Iroquois county, III., than in the 
tenements of Chicago, for the furmer are 
shugger and warmer. Certainly, the venti- 
lation of the average working place in Wis- 
consin is worse than in Chicago, for the air 
campaign is working better here than there.

I am sure that conditions are better than 
they have been, and the promise is for a 
steadily progressive improvement. ‘The 
Chicago deaths from bad air diseases were 
gp fewer in 1911 than in 1907, in spite of 

a. gain of a quarter million in the city’s 
population. a 

if good ventilation could become un:- 
versal the bad air disease deaths would be 
cut to less than half of what they now are— 
say a saving in Chicago of 5,000 a year, a 
greater saving than has been accomplished 
by the campaigns against yellow fever, 
malaria, plague, smallpox, and typhoid fever 
combined. 

Gain is plainly perceptible in the Chicago 
smoke situation. But what promises much 
more for good air in the future is the in- 
terest which the people are taking in ven- 
tilation. 

With a good state team at the wheel and a

Toledo ee New Ar rt 17 a 
Child of Chicago Institute.

Tt is worth a trip to Toledo to see the loan 
collection which inaugurates the.city’s new 
museum of art. And the spirit of the inau- 
gural was worth the trip as well, prefiguring, 
as it did, what is destined to be a widespread 
movement through the smaller cities of the 
middle west. Chicago was directly inter- 
ested, for the new institute was declared by 
its founder to be the child. ot ours. Both 
speakers, Mr. Hutchinson and Dr. Gunsaut 
bus, are Chicagoana, a large delegation of in- 
stitute officials wes present, and thirteen 
Chicago collectors lent pictures. Also Don- 
nelley & Co. printed the edition de luxe pro- 
gram and Nordfeldt made the etching for it. 
And the golden key of the city In a gold and 
crystal case, which was presented by citizens 
of Toledo to Edward D. Libbey, the founder, 
was designed by Clara Barck Welles of the 
Kalo Shop, ,which won the commission in a 
competition between eight leading goldsmiths 
of the country. 

Only one Chicago artist is represented, how- 
ever. Louls Betts’ portrait of Mr. Hutchin- 
son is one of four large portraits admirably 
hung at the corners of the sculpture gallery; 
balancing Melchers“ Roosevelt at one end, 
with lordlings-by Reynolds and Gainsborough 
at the other. 

In convenience and charm of arrangement, 
in the size, proportions, and lighting of the 
galleries, the new museum; designed by Green 
& Wicks of Buffalo and H. W. Wachter of 
Toledo, represents, as Mr. Hutchinson said, 
the last word in the architecture of such pub- 


ne buildings.: One feels at home in the gal- 


leries; there is nothing stiff or stark about 
Some are quite large, others smaller, 
but all in just proportion, the walls covered 
with dull plush in various quiet tones. 

The central sculpture gallery, with its 
Tonic columns and stone walls, is a beautiful 
and effective setting for the bronzes and 
marbles now displayed. But the special tri. 
umph is the lighting system. There are no 
fixtures, no obtrusive shafts and spots and 
cross currents of light; al is quietly dif- 
fused through ground glass ceilings. This 
method costs 50 per cent more, but it is ab- 
solutely the only way; and if Toledo can at- 
ford such en expenditure one would think 
that the larger cities might rise to it. 


— 

The loan collection is a choice assem- 
blage, few pictures of low degree being ad- 
mitted. The rare and ‘perfect things most 
vividly remembered gre Franz Hals“! Flute 
player,” the Rembrandt self-portrait, Whist- 
lers Rosa Corder” and ‘“ Trafalgar 
Square.“ Millet’s “Laborer Resting and 
“Sheep Shearing,”’. Greco’s St. Jerome. 
Corot’s “Cueillette & Mortefontaine,” Manet’s 
‘* Bulifight," Decamps’ Contrabandists,“ 
Tarbell's “ Girl Crocheting,’’ Homer's ‘‘ Sun- 
light on the Coast,“ Benson's Sisters,“ 
Robert Reid's “‘ Pink Carnation,” Horatio 
Walker's ‘ Plowing at Dawn,“ Romney’s 
Thomas Grove,” and portraits by Greuze, 
Vigée Le Brun, and Abbott Thayer. 

Just second to these. but crowding them 
close, are Ochterveit's Musicians,’’ Van 
der Capelle’s ‘harbor scene, Constable's 
* Arundel Mill,” and pictures by .Sargent, 
Mauve, Israels, Tryon, Dewing, J. F. Mur- 
phy, Maris, Twachtman, Ranger, Duveneck. 
and Shannon. | 

The four large English portraits, three 
by Gainsborough and éne by Romney, which 
Henry E. Huntington recently bought for 
an enormous price, I should not place in 
either first or second rank. They are charac- 
teristic examples, showing brilliant decora- 
tive handling or textures and surfaces, but 


none of them seems to me a masterpiece, 


done sincerely from the artist's heart in his 
best style—conditions to be reasonably de- 
manded when one mounts far into six figures 
for a picture.

Rather they are stunts—grand eighteenth 
century ladies and gentlemen artificially 
dressed and posed, elaborately painted 
against curtains and pillars, Arcadian land- 
scapes and warlike steeds, but themselves 
stiff and wooden and soulless. 

Of course, pictures, like corner lots, may

be, in the phrase of the trade, “ worth what 
they will bring.“ and investors may did 
against each other in art as in real estaté. 
But just as there are collapsible booms in 
corner lots-—a speculative boosting of 
values beyond a reasonable figure—so’ in 
this more.elusive business agents may de- 
come overzealous and buyers overexcited, 
until figures are reached which time. must 
tall to justify. If the “ Viscountess Ligo- 
nier is worth a quarter of a miifion, then 
the little Franz Hals in the same room is. 
worth a battleship or a university. 


Only four days remain of we ien portrait 
exhibition, and six of the French. Students 
and connoisseurs should lose notime. Asyet 
the attendance has been hardly commen- 
surate with the importance of the works 
shown. You Chicagoans are too local in 
your artfinterests,” said the editor. of the 
American Art News as he paused last week to 
see these exhibitions, “ You don’t care enough 
about what is going on inthe rest of the 
world. Look at these two shows) You don’t 
half appreciate them. The portrait show is 
better than any I have seen in New York, 
and it is almost a miracle to get those 
Frenchmen over here.“ f 

Many types and phases of modern art the 
present exhibitions give us, the thought and 
feeling about life, or the gnoping for its mean- 
ings, of many different minds. And also 
much painting of surfaces, much elaboration 
of textures, pictures in which the fall of 
light on @ satin gown is a more important 
problem than the motive and purpose of the 
being inside the fabric. In a sense too much 
is offered; we wander through these gal- 
leries, each for his little hour or two a week, 
trying to appraise. everything, lingering 
too little with the precious things, the pic- 
tures or statues which, for each of us, have 
some special magic appeal.

And we need to revise our impressions. All 
may not be seen at the first glance; we may 
underrate the beauty and significance of 
some of the bravest and subtiest.things. In 
the portrait show I find myself returning 
to certain pictures with a delight that renews 
itself and deepens. 

A. few portraits in the Bug leb 8 
ladies by Gainsborough and Lawrence, per- 
haps even more that beautiful self-portrait 
by Opic—these are profound with the life of 
their time, they renew it for our swifter age 
And the Whistlers—especially that wonder- 
ful Nttle girl with the folded hands—ere 
softly insinuating, like a Debussy song. And 
Renoir’s limpid lady at the plano—here is 
another creation ‘go lyrical that prose {s too 
coarse to praise her with. 

Then Miss Caesatt’s red haired baby in 
arms, which hangs near her—the very straw- 
berries and cream of babyhood; and that 
older adorable little half dressed French 
girl of Raffaelli’s—can any one pass pictures 
so poignant as these without a pang of joy? 
And Zandomeneghi's things on the other 
wall, and Degas, and Besinard—this room is 
indeed one to linger in. And I think it is here 
that one finds the two best of Herderson’s 
little pastels—tiny things of rosslent ex- 
quisiteness.

In another vein are the vivid and vigorous 
Sorolla portraits, especially that ever fresh 
and vital study of enthusiastic old age in

And Louls 
Betts’ searching and rhythmical. study. of 
American woman in Mrs. Munroe as- 
serts always its truth and grace.

The New York shows were considered the 
greatest success in the history of eastern 
exhibitions and the attendance at both the 
Garden and the Palace far exceeded expecta-~ 
tions. The only official report is that fur- 
rished for the first week at the Garden‘when, 
it is said, 146,812 persons passed through the 
gates despite the handicap of the cold weath- 
er. This makes an average of 22,894 for each 
full day, the heaviest attendance being on 
Wednesday, when 27.000 checked in, the 
largest crowd New York ever had at an auto- 
mobile show. 

Chicagoans who were at the shows learned 
many things, but chief of them all was that 
this is going to be a big year for self-starters, 
by which is meant a device which starts the 
engine automatically through the pressure 
of a button instead of cranking. A year ago 
there wasn't much heard of the self-starter 
and it was not until last fall that the land- 
slide started. Then one of the makers in 
that group which makes popular priced cars 
put on a self-starter. Others followed and 
now it is predicted that at least half the 
American makes of cars will be thus equipped 
this year. 

Of course, the demountable rim was found 
to be much in evidence, but that is an old 

‘friend and it was expected that 1912 would 
see it listed as stock equipment in most cases. 
Electric lighting, too, is another trend’ that 
has caught on. Body styles have been great-. 
ly improved and the foredoor body is almost 
universal.

Director Nicol of Purdue Op- 
poses Summer Baseball” 
for College Student. 


MORAL SIDE OF QUESTION. 


Says Educators Owe It to Parents 
to Protect Sons from Early 
Temptation. 


BY HUGH NICOL. 
{Athletic Director Purdue Univerafty. ] 

In reply to the many questions asked me 
regarding my views on the summer base- 
dall question I have the following to say: 

It is @ serious question whose real impor- 
tance may mot reveal itself to the general 
public at first glance, but beneath the surface 
it involves a great principle of the utmost im- 
portance to college athletics and to the fa- 
thers and mothers of the young men con- 
cerned. In this conneation , I may say that 
this probiem has put intercollegiate athletics 
on thin ice. 

All the articles which have begn written 
about summer eball for college players 
have heen accepted by the public as sent- 
ing the correct attitude toward this prob- 
at first thought, the arguments set 
forth seem strong. However, all the argu- 
ments, boiled down, resolve themselves into 
one great mistake, that is, that it is unfair to 
the boy who has ability as a baseball player 
to bar him from earning money in this pur- 
suit during vacation when he is permitted to 
earn money in any other way he desires. 


Not Familiar with Conditions. 


The fact that a great number of educators 
advocate summer baseball and favor doing 


away with the present rule against the prac- 


tice proves conclusively to me that ther 
are wholly unfamillar with the moral con- 
ditions that exist in not all small leagues 
but a majority of them, and it is such 
leagues that the average college player en- 


ters when he engages in professional base- 


ball in the summer. 

I want it distinctly understood I am not 
opposed to baseball as a profession, be- 
cause I know it to be a clean, honorable, and 
substantial profession, having within its 
ranks representatives of the highest type of 
men. In fact, a player in the big leagues 
must be a man of this type or he will never 
reach and be able to hold any position of 
importance there. 

Having been in the professional baseball 
business continuously as player, manager, 
and owner of clubs from 1881 until 10906, 
when I took up college work as physical and 
athletic director of Purdue university, and 
being at the. present time employed during 
‘the summer as scout for a National league 
club, I am in.a position to know something 
about this atmosphere which surrounds these 
small league Clubs and the dangers and 
temptatiohs that beset a young man fresh 
from college when he enters this new en- 
vironment.

liable to drift. I speak from personal ob- 
servation when I say that it takes a mighty 
strong character to withstand the snares

I. Inefficiency. It is seldom indeed that an 
efficient man is forced to borrow at 400 per 
cent a year. But most men are inefficient 
failures. 

2. Monopoly. All men must borrow at some 
time or other. If they have no collateral be- 
yond unsecured notes and salaries they must 
go to the loan shark. Philanthropy, business, 
dad government so far have done little to fur- 
nish the wage earner with a safe place to bor- 
row. 

8. Fear. Were it got that the larger nam- 
ber of employers discharge a man when they 
find him in debt to the loan shark, the loan 
shark would cease to thrive. Heart interest 
stories are hard to find in honses whose heads 
protect their employés. But fear of discharge

Interest Far Exceeds Principal. 

This sounds a little like exaggeration, but it 
ig a true case. Perhaps two out of every three 
transactions take this course. The laborer, the 
$12 department store clerk, the washerwoman 
think they have their debt almost canceled, 
only to find that the original debt is untouched 
There are cases where patient, honest men 
or women have gone on for years paying 
the interest, week after week, week after week, 
and never reducing the principal by one cent. 
They go without nourishing food, warm clothes, 
pleasures, holidays, all the little thingw that 
make the home happy? And to what end? 
That the loan shark who, perhaps, gave. out 
$25 or 850 in the first place, receives back as 
mach as $500 or more aad still claims, and 
may be able to collect, the original debt. 

There is no question that the volume of sal- 
ary loan borrowing would be greatly reduced if 
a statement of just what the transaction may 
become. could be forced upon the attention of 
If the loan shark were ro- 
quired to furnish every applicant for a loan a 
statement of this sort, showing just what 


would occur under varying conditions of re 


payment, it is more than probable that the 
borrower would ‘change his mind. But the 
loan shark is going to do nothing of the kind.

Signs Away His Home. 
In fact, the loan shark wants the borrower 
to know as little possible about the trans- 
action.

He 
will not get the money till he does sign. The 
papers are laid down closely, so that one over- 
laps the next and the ig is covered. The 
young woman in charge stands by, her hand 
probably spread over some of the most objec- 
tionable clauses. An investigator secured a 
loan in getting evidence and asked permission 
to read the clauses in the papers he was sign- 
ing. Permission was hesitatingly granted, but 
before he had read half way down the first 
page he was informed that if he meant to be 
so particular he was not desired as a customer.

A Denver shark, said by a well posted man 
to be the most businesslike of the profession, 
requires a note, a special contract of assign- 
ment, a general assignment of credit, and a 
general power of attorney.

The victim has signed away almost 
every legal right. He seldom knows he still 
has important righte—the rights of justice— 
in equity. The lean shark, on this 
ignorance, is in a position to hound him until 
an unexpected legacy-—legacies are not com-

Widow Loses Home and Children. 

Here is a home that suffered in Denver, 
wherg the loan sharks fatten in the rarefied 
atmosphere and the high cost of living. A 
young widow came into the clutches of these 
rapacious ish. She was an honest, hard work- 
ing woman, but ashe had not the ability to 
make:a good living. She got along after her 
husbend’s death fairly well until the illness 
of one of her children, together with the work- 
ing time she lost in nursing, used up her sav 
ings. One day when she had no money and 


the children nothing to eat, she borrowed $4. 


This seemed a trivial sum, one that could 
scarcely cause heartbreak and the dissolution 
dk a home. But such was the case. 

The widow agreed to make monthly payments 
of $1.60, a small amount, but one that is not 
always easy to find when one is a working 


woman with two children to feed. Sometimes 


she failed to meet the payment, tut managed 
to sqneeze out the interest. This did not re- 
duce debt any, but it kept it from growing 
larger. Not until she had paid in $17.60 did 
she.close her obligation. 

But that was not the end. She soon bor- 
rowed again, another $4. After her first strug- 
gle one would think she would be slow to risk 
herself again in the power of the loan shark. 
But there is nowhere else fox the hard pressed 
to turn when they must have money. The 
widow enjoyed the use of her second $4 ‘for 
seven yeara and by the end of that time had 
paid in $184.40. All of this but $4 was inter- 
est, which means, of course, that she had 
failed many times to pay more than the 
monthly usury on her instaliments.

_ Surrenders All Rights. 

A third time she borrowed, on this occasion 
$6. For three years she had the use of this $5 
and paid’ in $64.80.

He paid the 
interest of $15 a month—mind you, this was 
interest only—regularly for two years until 
his wife died and both hie children became ill 
with scarlet fever. The expense of his wife's 
funeral and the doctor’s bills, added to the $15 
a month taken by the loan shark, compelled 
him to contract a larger loan in order to meet 


current expenses, The loan agent gladly in- 


creased the loan to $300. He agreed to pay 
$30 a month interest, and actually did so fora 
number of months. Eventually he became de- 
Unquent and the loam shark filed upon his 
wages. The police officer lost his position, for 
the city, in common with the greater number 
of employers, would not retain an employé 
who borrowed money from the loan shark. 

The case of the policeman was not concluded 


until he, who bad been a sober and reliable 


man, turned into a drunkard and is now an 
famate of a county home. His children, for 
whom he had striven to provide, were taken 
eare of by relatives. 

The home life of an employé of one of the 
Chicago street car companies has been ruined 
by the greed of the loan shark. Here is the 
story of a weak man and a capable woman. 


The wife 1s 9 good manager; she would keep 
the home comfortable and happy were it not 


for the loan shark. But the husband could not 
resist the shark. He borrowed money a first 
time, probably for some foolish purpose. He 
fell behind in his payments and finally his sal 
ary was filed upon. The wife, discovering the 
debt at last, set in to pay it. The miserable 
business was soon adjusted. Then simply, with 
the earnest dignity of the good wife and moth- 
er, she besought the woman manager behind 
the counter not to lend her husband money 
again. “He is weak,” said the wife, “and 
cannot resist these impulses, but he is a good 
hearted man and means to do his best. If he 
ever comes again you will refuse him, won't 
you? You must refuse; we will be ruined if 
you don’t. )

Wife's Pleas Useless. 

Two months later the man came back—the 
same girl behind the counter handed out the 
money, probably with a mile at thought of 
the wife’s useless plea. In the man’s mail 
already had come more than one of the follow- 
up letters with which the loan shark keeps 
after the borrower who has paid, working on 
him with suggestion after suggestion, timely, 
and alluring, of money to be had for the ask 
ing. The mere matter of a wife's happiness 
and a home made no difference. The combina- 
tion of weak man and capable wife to take up 
his foolish notes made an ideal customer. The 
weakling has been in difficulties since the day 
his wife implored the joan company sot to 
give him money again. His wages have been 
filed on a second time. He will probably soon 
lose his place and the wages that enable the 
capable wife to maintain the home. The home 
is doomed, and it is paying almost 400 per cent 
a year for the privilege. 

Railway men are perhaps first among the 
victims of the loan shark. Thousands of rafl 
way homes are darkened by the shadow of the 
rapacious kings of the dollar sea. There is in 
Chicago today a railway man of good position 
who has struggled through fourteen transac 
tions with a single loan office.

OU have all heard of a man who was 
‘angry enough to bite a nail in two, 
though probably never saw one do it. 
We have, however, often seen people 
crack nuts with their teeth, which was 

bad for them, as teeth were not made for that 
purpose. 

Here we have another scheme. The body 
of this man, as at A, consists of several 
pieces; two pieces, B and C, in the middle 
and of thick wood, held in placeand together 
by side pieces, A shown in the left hand 
drawing, and in the front view. These 
A. are the ones the picture part is drawn on. 

the pieced, B and C, and the side 
pieces, A, is a hole running from the lower 
extremity of the trunk to the mouth, and in 
this slides the stick, J, to form the lower 
jaw, so that when it is pushed up it will 
„dite the nut. 

The legs are of thicker stuff than the side 
pieces and are hinged to the pieces A at H. 
A leather strap, S, and a heavy one, connects 
these two pieces across the top, so the lower 
end of the stick, J, rests on it across its mid- 
die. | * 


pressed together, using the lege as handles, 
the strap, S, will push J up and crack the nut 
between its upper end and the root ot the 
mouth at C. 

It desired, instead of the strap scheme you 
can use little blocks shown dotted at D and 
fastened on with screws and glue.

Hinges of Wire and Tin.

| Business Lesson in Corn Meal Costly Experience. 


WAY back at the beginning of a very 
busy life two uncles owned a large 
general supply store far down in the 
swarfips of a southern state, The one, 
James, a forceful, active man of few 
words and of great executive ability; the 
other, Thomas, one of those companionable 
Personalities, better described as attracting 
children and dogs, who never hurried or per- 
mitted himself to be hurried, was always com- 
placent, mild, and of gentle speech, and was 
all his life towed though the breakers of the 
business world by his motor brother. 

The nephew who tells this story was in 
temperament and disposition a counterpart 
of James. Presumably this restlessness and 
superabundant energy was the cause of the 
great friendship he extended the boy. The 
energetic lad was of much service ‘to the 
slow going Thomes, who, dominated by 
James, accepted this nervous youngster as a 
reflection of the successful brother. 

Among the many interests of the store, 
warehouses, corncribs, stock pena, and shin- 
gie yards was a cotton gin and grist mill 


combined, of which the former was out oft 


commission the greater part of the year. 

On one occasion between very busy days, 
the rusting smoke stack, general dreary ap- 
pearance and inactivity of the mill and sur- 
roundings appealed more strongly than usual 
to the progressivenese of the boy who, ever 
on the lookout for more business, again can- 
vassed the to-him old proposition of utilizing 
the mill. There was no way then known 
to make use of the cotton gin, but he thought 
the grist mill should be made to pay the car- 
rying charges, so he determined to consult 
with Thomas and the engineer who had pre- 
viously operated the machinery. | 

The mill was located some distance from 
the warehouses, on the bank of a dark and 
muddy slough. As an accommodation to the 
residents of the sparsely settled territory, 
the grist mill was run one day every four 
weeks as a custom mill; 1. e., taking a part 
of the grain as toll.“ On such occasions 
the crowd of neighbors and general bustle 
changed the features of the lonesome place.

A Popular Arrangement.

The investment was only indirectly profit- 
able and had been the subject of much study 
to the goung assistant, who was ambitious to 
make it produce a constant revenue.

Tes.“ the engineer thought so. The mill 
would grind 125 bushels of corn in a day, and 
a careful calculation showed it would cost 
but $18 a day to run it; besides, the wages of 
the men would be traded out at the store.“ 
Best of all, some of the planters would come 
to town every day in the week. 

Easy going Uncle Thomas was consulted 
in the absence of Uncle James, and the fig- 
ures laid before him. After long and earnest 
scrutiny, his opinion oozed siowly out: 
‘“y-e-s," he said, “I think we had better 
start the mill. You see Bill and have him 
engage the other men and begin; have some 
handbills printed telling the people we will 
run the grist mill as a custom mill every day.

Stale Goods a Big Problem. 

The problem of stale goods is the grocer’s 
great problem. In large part the solution of it 
is buying right. A man who really knows 
his business, root and branch, can buy 
enough for his trade, but not to much. 
Others, men who do not know, are always 
being caught on one or the other horn of the 
dilemma. The wholesale grocer is in the same 


now and then finds himself with unsatis- 
factory stock on hand. Causing a sacri- 
fice in profits to close out and keep fresh, 
clean stock. 

The retailer has always to choose between 
throwing away damaged goods or working 
them off on his customers at the risk of in- 
curring their displeasure. The fresh fruit 
and green vegetable end of the business, of 
course, offers the greatest difficulties. Here 
is a constant loss for all but the cleverest 
dealers The whole store is full of food prod- 
ucts that are forever falling below the line of 
first class. Somebody among the grocer’s 
customers gets these goods. Who has not 
thrilled with disappointment and rage when 
the delivery boy turned up with the order 
taken over the phone. Too often, alas, there 
is something which is not as it should be. 
The unsuspecting customer, the easygoing 
customer, the customer who can't pay up, 
and the customer who has become discour- 
aged put up with the unsatisfactory groceries. 


But there are others who will not do 80, pro- 


vided they can find a good grocer in the neigh- 
borhood. : 
It would be a splendid thing for all grocers 
if there could be an organized service to take 
over all off color stobk. What a fine thing 
it would be if a wagon would call every night 
and take away the corner grocer’s withered 
vegetables and shabby canned goods.

Do you realize the many features 
there are in concentrating as much as possi- 
ble on a single brand? It eliminates exces, 
sive capital and dead stock which is bound 
to occur by Raving a few packages of tail 


end brands. It enables the merchant to keep” 


a good, clean, uniform stock. Consumers are 
demanding a better grade of goods than here- 
tofore and are quick to realize the merits 
of a brand and to advertise this fact to their 


neighbors. Of course the brand should be | 


complete and dependable for quality and uni- 
tormity. It is a physical impossibility for 
any merchant, regardless of his capital omthe 
size of his business, to handle every brand in 
the market. We feel that it is necessary to 
handle only a few brands, having one brand 
only for each grade carried.“

Grated Chocolate for Fudge. 
CHOCOLATE CREAM FUDGE—Two

size of a pea, and a tablespoonful of va- 
nilla extract. Let all stand together at the

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To Make Sashes and Jabots. 


By ANNA R. MOREHOUSE. 


The department stores, as well as the mall 
Shops, show all manner of dainty conceits in 
the way of dress accessories, which go such 
a long way toward making an attractive fin- 
ish to one’s tollet. 

When you have decided on what you are 
going to make, and what it will be necessary 
to buy, visit the remnant counters for rib- 
bens, silks, lace medallions, and edges and 
insertions, before looking at the regular 
stock in any of these lines. Great hargains 
ean often be picked up in this way. 

A rather smal! white satin collar was seen 
recently, trimmed with an insertion of Irish 
lace, and there was a small jabot to match. 
The price asked was $20. Think how much 
less it would cost to make the me things. 

The side frill seems to be as popular as 
ever, and can be made simply or elaborately. 
One unusually pretty one was geen, made of 
plain net. finished on the edge With a wide 


mesertion in shadow lace. At the top the, 


frill measured ten inches, narrowing at the 
bottom to « width of four. .As the insertion 
measured three inches, this left but Nittle 


of the net showing at the lower end. ‘This. 
frill was laid in tha finest possibie aide plaite’ — 


and well pressed into shape. It was set into 
& narrow, double dand ot the-net, and at the 


ff little cravat bow of the net, . 
p= ay ap Trient sides inside, baste carefully and stiteh 


having two tiny crochet buttons set on atthe 
tiottom.. There were four buttons on the 

Another somewhat stmilar one was made 
er the net, with an inch wide insertion show- 
ing at the edge. It was considerably nar- 
gower than the other, and the net showed 
gat the right of the band; in an edge ons 
inch wide. A an 1 bow ‘fiished it 
@t the top. | 

In sharp contrast to these were two jabots 
made ot black satin and lace. Double faced 
satin ribten about six inches wide was used 
and cut twelve or fifteen inches long. Three 
inches up from the bottom there was a five 
inch band of ecru lace insertion laid flat 
across The width. The ribbon was turned in 
on each edge, so that at the top it measured 
three inches ecross, and at the bottom five. 
Across the top were two fiat loops with the 
jong strip laid over the outside, forming the 
eross loop. Between the cfoss loops and the 
top of the lace were three rather large but- 
tons, corded in « dull gilt finish. .. 

The other jabot was of bieck satin, not 
ribbon. A long straight strip was cut diag- 
enally at both ends and hemmed invisibly by 
hand. Then the strip was laid in side plaits 
through the center of the length and allowed 


to fan out at the ends. The strip was folded’ 


together so that one end fell u couple of 
inches below the other, and peeping out from 
each side at the upper end was a dainty frill 


_ Of plaited muslin. This showed each side of 


thé satin a width of one Inch and a half, and 
in length it reached from the tep of the jabot 
@own five ches. Apparently holding the 


frill in place were er et een 


buttons, which were sewed down the middle 
of the width of the satin towards the top. 

With plain tailored sults either one of these 
neck pieces would: give an air of distinction. 

With a navy blue suit a jabot made of a 
narrow strip of green and black chiffon, 
measuring nine inches in length and having 
the ‘three edges finished with a narrow black 
fringe would be pretty. Across the top ef 
this make a little straight bow of black satin 
ribbon, having a small green Wan ball 
hanging from each end. 

There was never such 8 bewildering show- 
ing of scarfs for all kinds of occasions, and 
none seem particularly difficult to make. 


But all work of thie character must be per- 


fectly done, for there could be nothing worge 
looking than anything bordering on careless- 
ness. 

A striped grenadine linea with « solid col- 
ored marquisette in one of the colors in the 
atriped material will be beautiful for an 
evening scarf. Eighteen inches wide by two 
yards and a half in length will be the correct 
measurements. Across the ends on the gren- 
edine side My a deep band of black satin. 
Siz inches, when finished, will give gowd pro- 


‘pertions. Stitch the satin across the top on 
each end of the scarf, then make a half inch 


turning ecross the bottom ends and stitch so 
that it matches the top. 
Lay the two scart materials together, with 


together down the long sides. Turn right side 
out, baste down the sides so that the seams 
ue flat, then turn the marquisette in across 
the ends, ready to bind hem down. Before 
doing this a small ball fringe in black should 
be sewed across thé ends and the marquisette 
hemmed down over the band of the fringe. 
Most 6f the scarfs show a double faced 
effect, such as this one fust described, aud 
the ‘effect is perfect if the right colors and 
materials are employed. 


Sashes play an important part in the dress- ö 


ing of today, and there is a great variety 
in this accessory as in jabots and scarfs. 
Most beautiful ribbons are favorite; materi- 
als and should de about seven inches wide. 


A simply made evening or dancing frock of 


chii m or taffeta can be prfectly finish 
with one ofthese ribbon sashes. Say that 
the frock was of rose pink chiffon and the 
sash of a rich purple satin showing stripes 
of black velvet. A simply made girdle of the 
ribbon is first arranged, and to this the loops 
and long ends are firmly fastened. Another 
good color combination would be lavender 
chiffon over a delicate shade of blue and a 
deep purple ribbon sash. 

Directly opposite in idea ie à tulle sash. 


Take a white satin gown, veiled in white 


beaded chiffon overdress, and with this 
wear a black tulle sash. The effect is truly 
lovely. The tulle is laid about the waist in 
a softly folded girdle style. At the back, 


here it fastens, there are two flower shaped 


rosettes—roses—made of the tulle, and from 
underneath these are depended the long sesh 
ends. Across the bottom the tulle is cut in 
rounding shape and gathered slightly into a 
piping which keeps the rounded outline. 
Peeping from below this piping is a tiny 
plaited frill of the tulle which narrows off to 
practically nothing where the piping ends.

LANs are under way for more practical 
campaigning than has ever before been 
made by the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
association. Even as short a time age 
as two years Miss Harriet Grim started 

downstate and landed in a county, to use the 
words of one of the women at Peadquarters, 
“like a puppy in a puddle to make her own 
dates and swim out as best she could.“ This 
does not signify that the active suffragists 
did not complete eyery previous preparation 
possible to “ book her up and make her 
course as smooth as possible. They flooded 
the places with notices of the fact that she 
was to be there. But there were whole coun- 
tles at that time as dark as unexplored 


Egypt, so far as the suffrage situation was 


concerned. She remained in most of these 
places for a week or ten days, and made such 


progress as she could in spreading the word . 


of suffrage for women. Then she came back 
and made the best report she couldof her im- 
pressions as to how these counties stood. 
Today there is scarcely a county in the state 
that is not organized in a measure, 

The women are just about to start outona 
tour which bears little resemblance to the 
sporadic campaigning of Miss Grim. Mrs. 
Elvira Downey, the state president, and Mrs. 
Grace Wilbur Trout, the president of the 
Chicago Political Economy league, will lead 
the first week in February and 
wlll make a circuit of the organized clubs of 
the state. They will stir up these living clubs 
to campaign the other towns of the county 
and make dates for speakers, whereupon 
other women will then go down from the 
state headquarters and fill these engage- 
ments. Instead of going out blindly, they 


planning to organize the state by congres- 
sional districts, and toward this Mrs. Downey 
and Mrs. Trout will start presently on their 
tour. 

Mrs. Fanny McCartney Worthington, who 
was in the employ of the Republican party 
as campaign orator in past years, will be one 
of the state campaigners to assist in the or- 
ganization. Mrs. George Washington Plum- 
mer will do active work in her own congres- 
sional district and throughout Cook county. 

The women will make an effort in the 
present campaign for spring primaries to 
a void so many meetings attended principally. 
by suffrage believers and to institute more 
meetings in unconverted communities. Mrs. 
Trout and Mrs. Downey propose to instigate 
the suffrage organizations of the state to 
get other clubs to arrange sewing circles, 
social teas, and evening entertainments, and 
to invite some well known suffragists to 
Speak at these affairs. Even in Chicago an 
effort is being made to use suffragists for 
propaganda work in nonsuffrage clubs rather 
than to bring them together in weekly or 
Monthly meetings where every person pres- 
ent is an active suffragist.

To be sure, such meetings are valuable to 
keep alive the flame in the weak hearted, but 
the present purpose, preceding the legislative 
campaign, is to minimize such meetings and 
encourage assemblages for the spreading 
propaganda. The services of clergymen are 
solicited toward this end. Episcopalians are 
conservative, perhaps, but they are pleased 
to listen to Bishop Anderson on any topic, 
and Bishop Anderson is a suffragist. Dr. 
Gunsaulus already has spoken for the move- 
ment. Church meetings already have taken

After Lawmakers Early. he will find himself in a worse predicament 
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The purpose of the trip is to start in mo- 
tion the machinery for exercising surveil- 
lance over the legislators in the spring elec- 
tion. Instead of Cemanding of the law mak- 
ers to know how they stand after they get 
their office, the present purpose is to make 
this demandwf them in advance. The fact 
ig undoubtedly true in Illinois that poll 
ticlans pay much more attention to the point 
of view of the suffragists than they did two 
years ago. 

A little incident still lives in the minds of 
the workers at headquarters, although ‘it 
took place season before last. A legislator 
from down state said that no respectable 
woman of his district wished to see the sur- 
frage measure become a law. Even with the 
imperfect equipment of that time, the work- 
ers at headquarters knew scores of women 
of his neighborhood who did wish suffrage, 

and they instigated these women to turn let- 
ters of protest, indignant, outraged, on this 
legislator, who had flo idea of the extent of 
the movement, until he was fain to say that 
he had made no such observation. Un- 
fortunately he was already elected, but this 
year the women are going to try to obtain 
all such expressions of opinion and stand- 
ing from candidates in advance of the prima- 
ries. Instead of ignoring letters, as has hap- 
pened in the past, which have been written 
to the candidates by the suffrage workers, 
candidates this year are writing to the state 
President and some of the other officers of 
Jocal clubs, respectfully requesting to know 


in this campaign than the legislator who 
made the unpremeditated statement two 
years ago. Mrs. Plummer and her helpers 
at headquarters are at present engaged in 
compiling a card catalogue of every suffra- 
gist of the state, irrespective of club meinber- 
ehip, so that the organization may have ready 
access to its friends. Concerted action can 
thus be secured on two hours’ notice in any 
part of the campaign throughout the state. 
Every suffragist of a county can be incited in 
behalf of or against a candidate But, of 
course, if all plans go right and the women 
win, with the legislature yet to be chosen, 
they can at this point only win such suffrage 
as the legislature can bestow.

there has been greater development here in 
the last ten years than in any other country 
in the world. It is estimated that there are 
18,000 Square miles in the valleys and on the 
hills of West Virgin'a in every way adapted 
to the culture of all the fruits grown in this 
latitude, producing fruits of the finest qual- 
ity and in the greatest luxuriance. Our 
fruits have been awarded medals and pre- 
miums in Paris, Boston, and else where, and 
today they are finding a place in the markets 
of the world, notwithstanding they are 
grown'in a region which furnishes one ofthe 
best home markets, for both demand and 
price, to be found anywhere.

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KANAWHA RIVER IMPROVEMENT 
WANTED BY WEST VIRGINIA. 


Charleston Chamber of Commerce Sends 
Appeal to Congressional Delegation 
Asking Heightening of the Dams.

Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 20.—[Special.]— 
Copies of a resolution, passed by the Charles- 
ton chamber of commerce and dealing with 
the lock and dam system of the Kanawhe 
river, have been mailed to Senators Chilton 
and Watson and the congressional repre- 
sentatives from this state. 

The resolution calls attention to the fact 
that the present system was constructed 
when the transportation of coal from the 
Kanawha river was in its infancy, and only 
permits the movement of barges drawing six 
feet of water, and carrying about 500 tons 
each, while the present system being installed 
in the Ohio river will permit of the movement 
of barges drawing nine feet, that as the coal 
from the Ohio and Kanawha rivers goes prac- 
tically to the same markets, the movement of 
coal from the Kankwha would not be as 
economical as that from the Ohio, and that 
under the present system of locks and dams 
the Kanawha coal would be at a disadvan- 
tage with that*zoming from Pittsburgh and 
otther points along the Ohio river. .

A little more than à century and a halfago 
‘George Washington, with his Virginia min- 
tia, while pressing hard upon the trail ofa 
retreating band of Scioto Indians, as they 
‘fled down the Kanawha valley toward the 
| Ohio, halted at a spring. and there pitched 
his camp, some ten miles south of where now 
is Charleston, and there his Indian guides 
set ablaze certain mysterious vapors, which 
emerged from the clear, cool waters. 

There, for countless moons, they told him, 
Indians had been wont to camp and cook their 
food by the mysterious fires of this spring. 
Returning a few years later with a éurvey- 
ing party, George Washington took posses- | 
sion of the wide bottom land whereon Bub- 
bled and burned the spring, and later he 
| employed a certain young lawyer, who did a 
good deal of work for him in those éajs, 
named Thomas Jefferson, to draw up a deed 
| 3 he dedicated and set apart for the 
pu orever the acre of lands surrounding — 
the spring. 

In that deed George Washington states 
that while he does not fully comprehend the 
extraordinary nature of this natural phe- 
nomenon, yet feeling sapguine that it is 
fraught with posible benefits to postérity, 
he sets it apart to the public forever.

Diseover Natural Gas. 

Then, in later timer, when men had laid 
down their arms, having won the vi

In later years, in the Marly decades of the 
last century, there were discovered in the 
Great Kanawha valley springs of salt water 
|} where the Indians hed manufactured 
and where deer and elk had come to 
whence. the name Galt Licks,” and here the’ 
’ pioneers bullt furnaces and boiled. the brine, 
and then, as time went on, dug pits and then 
dug wells, and finally, as a great ach 
ment, bored wells with auger poles down into 
salt water, until about 1820 they succeeded 
in penetrating through the upper rocks Into 
the true salt sand formations at a depth of 
four or five hundred feet and the firet bored 
wells upon the continent were demonstrated 
to be practical achievements. 


Oil Found with Salt. 
Two things these wells discovered for 
world.

Big Volume of Gas Struck. 
About the year of 1830 a salt well was drilled 
in the neighborhood of the famous Wash- 
ington’s Burning Spring, and here another 
extraordinary natural phenomenon appeared. 
A volume of natural gas was struck, so strong 
that for many years it pushed the salt wa- 
ter out of the uncased well and the clever 
saltmakera, in some cases, carried this salt 
water through wooden pipe logs to their fur- 
naces and permitted the natural gas not 
merely to throw it out ef the wells but to 
drive the water to the furnaces and then to 
doll it into salt.

As we journey toward the southeast—the 
eastern margin ot the plateau the topogra- 
phy of which we have been examining, is 
passed and another change takes place. We 
have reached the mountain region, or Al- 
legheny highland, so called from its pre- 
dominant mountain range. On it lie 
the counties of Hardy, Grant, Pendleton, 
Randolph, Tucker, Pocahontas, Greenbrier, 
Monroe, and Mercer, with portions of Mc- 
Dowell, Wyoming, Summers, Fayette, Web- 
ster, Raleigh, and Preston. Here we observe 
that the general plane of the country is great- 
ly lowered. The cafion features, with their 
towering precipices and rushing waters have 
all been left behind; and we now behold for 
the first time the long symmetrical, parallel 
folds of the Allegheny mountains. Now the 
entire topography of the country is changed 
and everything around presents a mountain- 
ous aspect. The crests have a general north- 
east and southwest trend, and the es¢arp- 
ments, so common on the Cumberland pla- 
teau, are no longer seen here. It is true 
that the strata are broken, flexed, and tilted 
at almost every angle from the horizontal to 
the perpendicular, but the rough hewn moun- 
tain walls with their lofty heights have dis- 
appeared, and the crests are less sharp and 
the slopes not so abrupt.

Stretching away from the northeast is the 
lofty Allegheny crest, which with its south- 
west continuation—Pott's mountain and East 
River mountain—forms the dividing ridge be- 
tween the two Virginias. Among its parallel 
and outlying ranges are the New Creek 
mountains in Grant county; South Branch 
mountains (3,000 feet), Short mountains, Mill

This section is 80 called because it is a 
Northeast continuation of the tableland on 
which stand the Cumbefland mountains.

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To the @weller of the lowlands not familiar 
with plateau topography a broken region like 
this, especially when viewed from a railroad 
train as it dashes past the gorges of Tygart's 
Valley river, aréund the sharp curves of the 
Cheat, through the defiles of the Tug, and 
along under the cafion walls of New river, 
the scene appears like an irregular labyrin- 
thical network of hill, dale, mountain, and 
valley. Yet nothing becomes more simple to 
the understanding than the plateau section 
when inquiry is directed to the origin of 
things. This is eminently true. For if the 
traveler could alight from his train and be 
transferred to the summit of some towering 
cliff that forms part of a cafion wall—say 
along the New river—he would be delighted 
with the prospect spread out before him: a 
vast expanse, a panorama of tableland and 
forest covered hills with here and there the 
low rim of a mountain ridge rising in dim 
outline far away. Perhaps the most charac- 
teristic and therefore the best view of this 
plateau scenery which he could obtain is 
from Fayetteville, in Fayette.county. In ad- 
dition he would, from a nearby point of View, 
behold the cafion formations of New river, 
which Gov. Wise of Virginia said was called 
New because it is a novelty in nature.“

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COAL SUPPLY STATE'S BOAST 


West Virginia Clainis Fuel for a 
Thousand Years. 


MAY ‘RESTRIOT THE OUTPUT. 


Seeks to Maintain High Prices and 
Encourage Manufacturing. 


The state of West Virginia occupies the 
middie and the widest portion of the Appala- 
chian coal fields and is the greatest coal 
bearing field of the union, possessing about 
9,500 square miles or 6,080,000 acres of coal 
area. If we estimate the total available 
good coal in this area that can be recovered 
undér commercial conditions at ten thou- 
sand tons to the ‘acre, this will yield 60,800,- 
000,000 ‘tons of ‘available coal. 

Free from all labor difficulties the total 
output of coal in West | Virginia for the cal- 
endar year of 1911 was 60,5900,000-tons, an 
fmcreage of one-half million: net tons over 
‘the outpyt of 1910. This increased tonnage, 
in view of ‘general’ business depression, has 
been surprising. Not only has there been 
an increase in tonnage, but the average 
price per ton increased during the year from 
97 to 98 cents. This increase was due largely 
to the demand for the smokeless. tidewater 


coal. 


Fuel for 1,000 Years. 

At the present rate of mining it will take 
more than 1,000 years to exhaust the total 
coal area of the state. There is a general 
movement on at present, however, that looks 
to the restriction of the output of the state. 
This movement has for its object two things: 
First, the maintenance of a better price 
than that obtaining now; second, the in- 
crease of home consumption by bringing into 
the state more coal users. Just now over 
60 per cent of the coal mined in the states 
of Indiana and engines is W e within 
those states. ö

A considerable portion of this coal is a high 
grade gas producing fuel and Kanawha gas 
coal has an excellent reputation. 
Kanawha coal is hard or splinty in’ char- 
acter. It is the best coal for shipment pur- 
poses, for the reason that it does not break 
up or slack easily.

Pocahontas Field in South. 

The Pocahontas fleld lies farther south and 
produces a smokeless coal that runs in beds, 
having an average thickness of over six feet. 
The Pocahontas coal field produces a variety 
of coal that is unequaled in the world in 
heat units and steam production. It is in 
very large demand in the northwest as a 
grate and furnace fuel and commands the 
highest price of any bituminous coal in the 
United States. : 

These districts are penetrated by the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio railroad. In. addition to 
this road, the Kanawha and Michigan, the 
Coal and Coke railroad, and the Virginian 
serve the Kanawha-New river fields and the 
Kanawha and Michigan sérves the western 
or Kanawha field exclusively. The Gréat 
Kanawha river, which has been locked and 
dammied to insure a navigable stage of water 
the year round, carries the product of these 
regions south and west in conjunction with 
the Ohio river. The Norfolk and Western, 
the Virginian, and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroads carry the products of these re- 
gions east for ocean shipment. The United 
States government uses coal from these 
regions almost exclusively, while for Ru- 
ropean shipment these coals are best adapted 
for foreign consumption because of their 
hardness and ease of handling. 


State Has 72, 000 Miners. 

During the year 1910 an average of over 
68,000 persons were under employment in 
West Virginia in the coal industry. Dur- 
ing. the year 1911 this number increased 
slightly, it being estimated that about 72,000 
miners were employed. Labor difficulties 
here are almost unknown. During the past 
year there was a decrease in the number of ‘ 
fatal and non-fatal accidents as compared 
with the record of 1910. One of the most | 
important acts of the state department of 
mines during the year was the promulga- 
tion of an order by State Mine Inspector 
Laing, requiring mine foremen to. pass an

Coal Crop Worth.$60, 000,000. 

From figures obtainable from the state 
mine inspector’s. office, it has developed that 
the state of West Virginia profited by its 
coal industry during 1911 to the extent of 
nearly sixty million dollars. The coke in- 
dustry brought nearly as much to West Vir- 
ginia. This tremendous income enabled the 
state of West Virginia, during the last year, 
to keep a balance of trade of over thirty 
million dollars. The net result is the pres- 
ence in the state of a rapidly growing finan- 


ployed in the development of agriculture and 
the exténsion of manufacturing. This finan- 
cial strength is reflected in the bank state- 
ment ot last December, whiclt showed over 
one hundred million dollars deposited in 
state banks and nearly as much in national 
banks, 3 

To sum up briefly, therefore, ſt is safe to 
say that the coals of West Virginia average 
higher than those-of any other known coal 
field in the United States. They are, in fact, 
remarkable for thelr general purity. The 
cokes produced by these coals are unex- 
celled in their high percentage of fixed car- 
bon and their low percentage of ash. In 
the matter of water transportation West 
Virginia has an advantage over all other 
states in the marketing of her coal products. 
Wherever free competition prevails, whether 
in the markets of Chicago, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, or the towns ot the lower Mississippi, or 
in the great markets of the east, there may 
be found these.

As the result of his efforts the poultry in- 
qustry in West Virginia has been greatly 
stimulated and improved. The commercial 
side of the industry has been so developed 
that the price of eggs has been gradually | 
rising throughout the state, and the produce 
is marketed in better condition. While the 
experiment station has been a most im- 
portant factor in the advancement of the in- 
dustry to the rank it now occupies, the many | 
enterprising poultry men in various parts | 
of the state have done much to foster this 
industry and to make it remunerative. 


Rough Land Well Adapted. ) 

West Virginia lies west of the Alleghanies | 
and possesses valleys which have been 
termed Gardens of Eden.” Being a moun- 
tain state, it is rough and admirably adapted 
for poultry raising. No irrigation: is neces- 
sary, and more attention is being given to the 
improvement of agricultural lands and the 
high cultivation of plants and animals. The 
raising of léghornsa haa received special at- 
tention in the poultry mdéustry, but other 
varieties are gradually receiving more and 
more attention each year. : 

Commercially, of course, the production 
dt eggs is the most important branch of the 
poultry business, because eggs bring a higher 
value than ali the different classes of market 
poultry combined, including chickens, ducks, 
geese, and turkeys. The price of eggs in 
West Virginia during the year 1911 varied | 
from 25 cents to 48 cents a dozen. The total 
profit per fowl annually ranges from §1.75 to 
$8. The cost of maintaining the laying hens 
ranges from 75 centa to 81.80 a year. 

It may thus be seen that the raising of 
poultry in this state is highly profitable. With 
the production of more grain and produce 
each year at home the price of maintenance 
of laying hens will place the poultry industry 
fn still better circumstances, : 


On account of ite economic advantages, 
West Virginia has, during the last ten yeare, 
taken her place as second among the states 
in the percentage growth of population. 
Most of this increase occurred in towns, and 
this, of course, provides a ready and rapidly 
growing market for all kinds of poultry 
‘products. Moreover, the state, taken as a 
whole, is near enough to the great centers of 
population so that our poultry products can 
be marketed at all times and in any quantity 
to the, best advantage.

When John Lederer, a German surgeon 
and probably the first white man to visit what 
is now the state of West Virginia, made 
the report of a tour of exploration in 1669 to 
Gov. Berkeley of Virginia on the virgin 
country on the crest of the Appalachians he 
declared that “the mountayne hytes and 
slopes thereof are clothed with hardy woods, 
of oaken trees, of hickory, lynn, and poplar. 
much like the woods of Pinglend, and these 
will be of great worth, he but inadequately 
gave prophecy of the richness of the future 
state's timber supply. 

‘Washington, a century later, and after 
survey marked by hardship, although con- 
tesssdly in search of land for maize and 
tobacco growing, yielded the patm to the 
quality of the timber he found and perpet- 
uated the fart in his reports. 

Today, of all the hardwood timber bett 
standing on the American continent, the 
hardwoods of West Virginia rank highest in 
quality and certainly exceed in quantity the 
stumpage of any other section of the country. 


Oak Most Profitable. 

Today the furniture makers of Grand Rap- 
ids, of Rochester, of the busy community of , 
hardwood ‘workers in eastern Iowa are 
céming to West Virginia for their oak, be- 
cause the state’s oak is most free from in- 
sect attack and natural diseases common to 
oak timber elsewhere on the North American 
continent. * Im other ‘words, there is more 
money in the Mountain state product. 

From 60 to 70 per cent of the area of the 
state is covered with forests. This means 
that there are more than 12,000,000 acres of 
timber land within the confines of the state 
and the available footage uncut is esti- 
mated at the stupendous figure of 60,000,-; 
000,000 feét, more than enough to supply all 
the hardwood working plants of the United 
States, according to estimates made, for 
thirty years. The value of this forest area is 
estimated at an average of $15 per acre for 
the timber rights only.

KANAWHA RIVER AIDS TRADE: 
GOVERNMENT DEEPENS STREAM. 


Charleston Benefits by Loew Freight 
Rates and Quick Service on Water 
Traffic. 

Charieston, W. Va., is on the Kanawha 
river, fifty-eight miles from its junction with 
the Ohio. The Kanawha is the largest and 
most important river wholly within the state 
and is now one of the best, if not the best, 
improved stream in the United States.

“must pass through the locks; with them, too, 


navigation is entirely suspended whenever 
the river reaches a stage near to or above 
the top of the lock wells. 


River System Time Saver. 

In low stages, when the Kanawha river 
Gams are up.“ all crafts pass through the 
locks. At other times the dams are down ”’ 
out of the way, flat on the bottom of the 
river, affording free, unobstructed “ open 
navigation.” On the Kanawha the movable 
dams are down, on an average, about half 


the year. This is a great saving of time, 


expense, and trouble to all classes of com- 


meres, particularly so to coal, carried us it

The first two dams of the Kanawha system 
were finished in 1880, and were the first mov- 
able dams built in America.

University of West Virginia Sends 
Out Agricultural Trains.” 


MAKES STATE WIDE TOURS. 


Railroad Officials Join Move to En- 
hance Value of Harvests.

One of the strongest Indications of the 
recognition dy the citizens of West Vir- 
ginia of the agricultural possibilities of the 
state is found in the concerted movement 
for agriculture] education in connection with 
state university work. 

The agricultural department of the West 
Virginia state university was organized some 
years since. This department is in charge 
ef E. Dwight Sanderson, who has an ex- 
tremely able and efficient corps of assist- 
ents. During the last two years this do- 
Partment has not only furnished an ade- 
quate agricultural curriculum but hae also 
done a tremendously resultful work by means 
of railroad agricultural tours over the Bal- 
timore and Ohio and Chesapeake and Ohio 
lines. Free trains were furnished for these 
excursions by both railroads. 

_ Plans Farmers Train.“ 

The latest tour of this kind has been an- 
nounced for Feb. 20 and 21. For this o- 
casion the Kanawha and Michigan railroad, 
through J. F. Youse, general passenger and 
freight agent, has tendered to the Charles- 
ten chamber of commerce a free train foras 
many days as it will be needed. The cham- 
ber has concluded arrangements with Mr. 
Sanderson and his department to man the 
train with lecturers and demonstrators. 

The itinerary of this tour will lie wholly 
within the valley of the Great Kanawha, on 
the lines of the Kanawha and Michigan ral. 
road, from its terminal at Gauley Bridge to 
Point Pleasant, on the Ohio river, a dis- 
tance of over ninety miles, through some of 
the richest farming lands of the state.

Course of Empire.

Hitherto: the. most rapid: growth 
of the country has been in the 
North. It does not require the 
powers of the greatest of the major 
prophets to predict accurately that 
while all portions of the country 
will continue to grow for centuries 
the greatest growth in all desirable 
ways will be in the South, for the 
all-sufficient reason that there is 
more room for growth. No region 
ever was so lavishly dowered by na- 
ture. Her physical resources: 
scarcely touched as yet, are practi- 
cally inexhaustible. The most

This land, suitable for the raising of cattle, 


may be punchased at abnormally low figures, 


because at present the influx of population 
in the valleys is small and the demand is kept 
down. 

Because of the cheapness of feed, climatic 
conditions, freedom from, disease in the high- 
er altitudes, dairying is now and always has 
been a profitable industry in West, Virginie. 
Nature has helped the West Virginie dairy- 
man by giving him three essemtials of suc- 
cess in his business: a good climate, pure 
water, and bluegrass. 

Milk can be shipped from the Kanawha 
valley as far as Cincinnati to the west, east 
as far as Richmond and north as far as Pitts- 
burgh. Milk is selling in most of the local 
towns at 8 cents per quart, while creamery 
butter commands an excellent market and 
high prices throughout the Ohio valley from 
Pittsburg to Cairo. 


Fruit Possibilities Great. 

The fruit production of ‘West Virginia has 
come to be one of her important agricul- 
tural assets. Many localities long have been 
known for the excellent quality; of apples 
produced, but the commercial orchard as it 
is understoed today is of recent develop- 
ment. Twenty years ago a well established 
apple trade existed between West Virginia 
and the cities on the lowen Mississippi. This 
fruit was gathered on both sides of the Ohio 
river, loaded into boats, and shipped south, 
where it was sold at excellent prices. Com- 
mercial changes were such, however, that 
this trade was lost to such an extent that 
the orchards became neglected and many of 
them cut down entirely to give space for 
other crops 

Within the last five years, however, a 
strong demand has been created for all 
classes of horticultural products from West 
Virginia. In 1907 there were 7,500,000 appis 
trees, 2,700,000 peach trees, and over a half 
million cherry trec3 in bearing. In 1910 the 
value of West Virginia's fruit crop was over 
$1,500,000. In one county alone orchards 
containing upward of 10,000 trees are found, 
and the annual yield of that one county for 
the last five years was over 76,000 barrel. 

The trained pomologist is impressed by the 
absence of old, dilapidated trees in these or- 
chards. Fine fruit will and does grow in 
West Virginia in greater quantitié than in 
the western part of the United States. This, 
again, orchardists claim, is due toe the high, 
dry, mountain climate, and to the sofl which 
never wears out, a soll filled with nitrates 
and phosphates, which are constantly being 
replenished from the rock formations on the 
hills above it. The price of these orchard 
lands is much less than the price of fruit 
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sections of the United States. Both rail and 
water transportation makes for cheap freight 
rates to the markets of the north, east, and 


west. 
Apples and Peaches. 

West Virginia fruit lands, developed and 
undeveloped, are abundant. Transportation 
facilities are ample for twenty times the un- 
developed fruit area, while the product is 
unsurpessed for quality, flavor, color, and 
keeping qualities, West Virginia is a great 
fruit state and those who are contemplating 
engagement in this line of endeavor would 
do well to go to West Virgimia and grow 
fruit—fruit that every one delights to eat 
and that all who see it are anxious to buy. 

Among the favored varieties of apples 
grown in the state are the Grimes golden 
and what is known as the big red apple. 
Greenings do very well and Baldwins grow 
to a surprising size and are wonderfully 
colored. The Ben Davis, the black Ben 
Davis, and the Roman beauty are varieties 
that do best in the central counties. These 
apples bring high prices in eastern and 
northern markets. 

Peaches can be grown in any part of West 
Virginia: The peach succeeds best on ele- 
vations or exposures least likely to be af- 
fected by sudden changes of temperature 
during the winter and early spring months. 
The hills and mountains afford these condi- 
tions and the peaches grown upon them de- 
velop large size, firm texture, and fine flavor. 
Some of the largest and most successful 
peach orchards in the world are located in 
the mountain regions of the state. 

Peach growers could sell four times the 
present output for home consumption alone. 
The quality and flavor of the West Virginia 
peach has created a demand for it in Wasnh- 
ington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, and New 
York as well as in London. The soil and 
climatic conditions necessary to successful 
peach growing extend over a very large ter- 
ritory in the state of West Virginia, but 
very little of this territory hes been devel- 
oped and as a consequence the land is cheap 
and readily obtained. 


Double Crop Obtained. 

In the fruit sections of the state a double 
crop of fruit is being obtained by planting 
peach trees between apple trees. The peach 
trees come into bearing first and the peaches 
are harvested. The apples, which mature 
later, constitute the second crop. In this 
way à double crop worth over $1,000 per acre 
can be obtained.
